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BODIES ARE EVERYWHERE 
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PESTILENOE THREATENED IN 
CONEMAUGH VALLEY. 








FULLY 10,000 PERSONS MUST HAVE 
PERISHED. 


DRAGGING THE CHARRED BODIES FROM 
THE BURNING WRECK—CORPSES 
FOUND IN THE MUD AND SAND—THE 
RESPONSIBILITY FORTHE DAM WHICH 
GAVE WAY—THE WHOLE COUNTRY 
RISING TO AID THE SUFFERERS, 


JOHNSTOWN, June 3.—Entering ttlis desolate 
town this afternoon, after a carriage ride of 
over 100 miles over the Blue Ridge and Alie- 
ghany Mountains, I got a meagre idea of the 
destruction wrought by the flood. But as soon 
as I began to pass around the hill which fronts 
Conemaagh River, and is bound bY Stony Creek, 
a realization of the frightful disaster began to 
come to meé. 

When I passed around the base of the hill the 
situation was fully revealed. Imagine New- 
York a flat from Fourteenth-street to the Bat- 
tery. Think of a dam—at Fort Schuyler, for in- 
stance—suddenly bursting and letting the 
water it had confined rolldown until it swelled 
the East River so that it-rose twenty-five 
feet high, and rolled diagonally acrgss the flat 
from East Fourteenth to Cortiandt street, oar- 
rying such buildings as it did not grind to pow- 
der or cast in ruins on either side of its path, 
untilit landed them on the Jersey shore at 
Newark. " 

Think also that the swirl and rush of the East 
River water should push back the North River 
until it overflowed its banks as far as Fort 
Washington and, on retiring, pulled down a 
bridge across the Hudson at Desbrosses-street. 

This will give anidea of what has occurred 
here ina minor way. At the time the immense 
dam of the lake near the head of the South Fork 
of the Conemaugh River gave way last Friday 
there were thousandsof persons busy on the flat 
between the river and Stony Creek. Mostof them 
were working to remove their families and 
goods from houses to whose doors the swollen 
Waters of the two streams hadintruded. They 
were the residents of the town of Johnstown 
and of the boronghs of Conemaugh, Morrell- 
ville, and Woodvale. 


All were deeply interested when the roar of 
the on-rushing waves of watercame. It was 
@ crashing sound, like that of a locomotive, 
and most of the people paid but little heed to 
its warning until they saw houses falling in its 
van and sweeping down on them. Then it was 
too late to escape. 

How many perished will never be known. 
The bodies of some are engulfed in sand and 
muck that will be their grave for all time. 
Others have been burned up in the fire that 
started in the ruins. 

Adjt. Gen. Hastings of the State of Pennsyl- 
vania, who is here as the representative of 
Goy. Beaver, told me to-day that ho had of- 
ficially informed the Governor that the num- 
ber of lives lost was certainly not less than 
5,000, and would probably prove to be as 
yureat as 8,000, He is more conservative than 
Mayor Morrell of Johnstown, who thinks ten 
thousand persons have lost their lives. Most 
of the mebers of the new Citizens’ Committee, 
of which A. J. Moxham is Chairman, are of the 
same opinion as Mayor Morrell. 


To the unprejudiced on -lookers, atthe present 
time, itis apparent that this disaster, unsur- 
passed in its destruction of life, is the re- 
sult of human carelessness. The flat on 
which Johnstown’s most impertant edi- 
flees were built and from which ‘most 
of them, and all the light unsubstantial 
tenements In the boreughs near it, have been 
swept, was admirably chosen for the happening 
of such a disaster. It is obviously subject to 
overfiow in the times of freshets. 

Asif this was not enough for the miséry of the 
people who lived init, there were built above 
them enormous dams to store water, which 
migbt at any moment break out and, rushing 
down narrow valleys, overwhelm them. 

The dam of the reservoir or Lake Conemaugh, 
on the South Fork, it is said here, was inspected 
a few years ago and declared unsafe by En- 
gineor R. L. Holiday, Superintendent of the 
Lewiston and Sanbury Division of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. It 1s said to have been 
strengthened, butif it was, the present event 
shows that it was not made staunch. 

When the volume of water burst its bounds 
it rolled, unrestricted, down the valley of the 
South Fork and into the valley of the Cone- 
maugh. It beat against the further shore of 
the river and then holding back the upper 
waters of the Conemaugh, it rushed downward. 

Its crest nas been described to me by several 
persons who watched its course as twenty-five 
feet high, It struck the bluff on tho upper side 
of the Conemaugh, and was deflected to the 
lower side. Striking the lower end of Cone- 
maugh borough. it swept away every building 
there. 

Passing on, it struck the buildings of the 
Gautier Steel Company, and they divided its 
force. One part went back to the channel of 
Conemaugh. The other kept on and on. It 
obliterated the borough of Woodyale. It left a 
blank field where Morrlivile had been. 

It went on and struck Johnstown. It carried 
the spoils of its previous work with it ana used 
them as weapons. With their aid it cut its way 
through Johnstown, laid part of its plunder by 
the sides of its path, and then rushed on with 
the ether part on a similar mission of destruc- 
tion across Stoney Creek, where it piled its 
booty high on the shore. 

Included in this was the contents of some of 
Johnstown’s best dry goods and general mer- 
chandise houses, for it cleared Clinton-street of 
them, anda partof Main-street. It stole and 
bid in the sand jewelry for which maidens who 
lie buried near it had longed for. 

It was a wrecker as well as an assaasin. Not 
only this jewelry, but also money and orna- 
ments on the bodies, have been the causes 
of fearful crimes by men devoid of hon- 
esty or the sense of ' shame. Digging 
m the ruins for whatever of value 
might come to their hands, Hungarians and 
negroes, tinding men or women witn finger 
rings or earrings, have not hesitated to mutilate 
the bodies to get the valuables. They have 
ripped the clothing of the dead to pieces to pro- 
cure the money in their pockets. They grew 
bold in their greed ana they drew attention and 
bullets on themselves. W. J. KENNY. 


THE DAM ‘WHICH GAVE WAY. 


FIXING THE RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE 
GREAT DISASTER, 

JounsTownN, June 3.—This valley of death is 
still overhung by stermcloudas and is laden 
with horrors of undiscovered dead and the ter- 
rors of floods to come. There is no cessation in 
the work of exhuming the bodies, no atop in the 
efforts to ascertain who have been lost—who 
saved. All hope that the record of victims will 
be lessened by ascoreis given up. Instead of 
the total diminishing, the probabilities seem to 
bo that it will be added to. 

Silenee, save when broken by the ories of the 
rescuers, reigns. The entire district between 
Harrisburg and Pittsburg seems to hesitate 
about asking for any other information than 
that which concerns the survivors or the lost, 
There is no question asked who is responsible, 
no public clamor for retribution. All curiosity 
save the fearfully morbid one of the extent of 
the loss of life seems to have been put aside,. 
And yet this inquiry must come. Justice is in- 
evitable even thongh the horror is attributable 
te mon of wealth and station, and the majority 


la 


of the victims the most downtrodden workers 
in any industry in the country. 

There came to Johnstown to-day aman who 
had scarcely more than a dozen rags to cover 
his nakedness. His name is Herbert Webber, 
and he was employed by the South Fork Clup 
as a sort of guard, He supported himself mestly 
by hunting and fishing on the club’s preserves. 
By almost superhuman etforts he succeeded in 
working his way, through forest and across 
flood, in order to ascertain for himself the terri- 
ble results of the deluge which he saw start 
from the Sportsman’s Club’s lake. Webber said 
that he had been’ employed in various capaci- 
ties. about the preserve for a considerable 
time. 

He had repeatedly, he declared, called the at- 
tention of the members of the club to the va- 
rious leakages at the dam, but he received the 
stereotyped reply that the masonry was all 
right; that it had been “built to stand for 
centuries,” and that such a thing as its giving 
way was among the impossibilities. But Webber 
did not hesitate to continue his warnings. 
Finally, according to his own statement, he was 
instructed to “‘ shut up or he would be bounced.” 
He was given to understand that the officers of 
the club were tired of his croakings, and that 
the less he said about the dam from thence on 
the better it would be for him. 

Webber then laid his complaint before the 
Mayor of Johnstown, not more than a month 
ago. He tola him that the Spring freshets were 
due and that, if they should be very heavy, the 
dam would certainly give way. Webber says 
that the Mayor promised tosend an expert to 
examine the dam then, and if necessary to ap- 
peal to the State. Somehow the expertj was 
not chosen, the appeal was not made at Har- 
risburg, and the catastrophe ensued. 

For three days previous to the final out- 
burst, Webber says, the water of the lake forced 
itself out through the interstices of the 
masonry, 80 that the front of the dam re- 
sembled alarge watering pot. The force of the 
water was so great that one of these jets 
squirted full thirty feet horizontally from the 
stone wall. All this time, too, the feeders of 
the lake, particularily three of them, more near- 
ly resembled torrents than mountain streams 
and were supplying thedammed up body of 
water with quite 3,000,000 gallons of water 
hourly. 

At 11 o’clock last Friday morning, Webber 
says, he was attending to a camp about a mile 
back from the dam, when he noticed that. the 
surface of the lake seemed to be lowering. He 
doubted his eyes, and made a mark on the 
shore, and then found that his suspicions were 
undoubtedly well founded. He ran across 
country to the dam, and there saw, he declares, 
the water of the lake welling out from beneath 
the foundation stones of the dam. Absolutely 
helpless, he was compelled to stand there and 
watch the gradual development of what was to 
be the most disastrous flood of this continent. 
According to his reckoning it was 12:45 when 
the stones in the centre of thedam began to 
sink because of the undermining, and within 
eight minutes a gap of twenty feet was made in 
the lower half of the wall face, through which 
the water poured as though forced by machinery 
of stupendous power. By 1 o’clock the topping 
masonry, which before had partaken somewhat 
of the furm of an arch, fell in, and then the re- 
mainder of the wall opened outward like twin- 
gates, and the great storage lake was foaming 
and thundering down the valley of the Cone- 
maugh. 

Webber became so awestruck at the catas- 

trophe that he declares he was unable to leave 
the spot until the lake had fallen so low that it 
showed bottom fifty feet below him. How long 
& time elapsed he says he does not know before 
he recovered sufficient power of observation to 
notice this, but*he does not think that more 
than five minutes passed. Webber says that 
had the dam peen repaired after the Spring 
freshet of 1888 the disaster would not have oc- 
curred. Had it been given ordinary attention 
in the Spring of 1887 the probabilities are that 
thousands of lives would not have been lost. 
To have put the dam in excelient condition 
would not have cost $5,000. Carelessness— 
which, in the minds of an intelligent Coroner's 
jury might be termed criminal—was the sole 
cause of the deluge, 
At about noon to-day H. Singer, George 
Singer, Ralph Bins, and Louis Clark of Pitts- 
burg arrived in the valley after an eventful 
journey up the mountains to ascertain the wel- 
fare of some friends who were camping on the 
South Fork Fishing Club’s reservation. Mr. H. 
Singer, in describing the dam, said: 

“The lake is completely dried ont. The dam 
broke in the centre at3o’clock Friday after- 
noon, and at 4 o’clock it was dry. That great 
body of water passed out in one hour. Messrs. 
Park and Van Buren, who are building a new 
draining system at the lake, tried to avert the 
disaster by digging a sluiceway on one side to 
ease the pressure on the dam. They had about 
forty men at work and did all they could with- 
out avail. The water passed over the dam 
about afoot above its top, beginning at about 
2:30. Whatever happened in the way of a 
cloud burst took place during the night. There 
had been but little rain up todark. When the 
workmen wokein the morning the lake was 
very full and was rising at the rate of a foot an 
hour. 

“It kept on rising until, at 2 o’clock, 1t first 
began breaking over the dam and undermining 
it. Men were sent three or four times during 
the day to warn people below of their danger. 
When the final break came, at 3 o’clock, there 
Was @ sound like tremendous and continued 
peals of thunder. Trees, rocks, and earth were 
shot up into mid air in great columns, and 
then the wave started down the ravine. A 
A farmer who escaped said that the water did 
not come down like a wave, but jumped on his 
house apd beat it to fragments in an instant. 
He was safe up on the hillside, but his wife and 
two children were killed, : 

“At the present time the lake looks like a 
cross between the crater of a volcano and a 
huge mud puddle, with stumps of trees and 
rocks scattered over it. There is a small stream 
of muddy water running through the centre 
of the lake site. The dam was seventy feet 
high} and the break is about 200 feet wide, 
and there is but a small pertion of the dam 
left on either side. No damage was done to 
any of the buildings belonging to the club, The 
whole south fork is swept, with not a tree 
standing. There are but one ortwo small streams 
showing here and there in the lake, A great 
many of the workmen carried off basketsful of 
tish which they caught in the mud,” 


CONFRONTED BY NEW DANGER. 


- The State and county authorities are too 


dazed by the wide extent of the catastrophe to 
think of an investigation. This will come in 
time. But meanwhile the whole section of the 
State through which the Allegheny River runs 
is confrented with a new terror. There is more 
than a probability that the weather, which has 
been raing, with a low thermometer, will 
change into more seasonable temperature, ‘To- 
morrow is expected to be warm. 

Should warm weather of any intensity con- 
tinue, the valley in which the catastrophe 
occurred, a8 well as the populous cities of Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny, will be swept by a pesti- 
lence more grim even than the flood—by the 
typhus fever. At present the revolting odor of 
Gecomposition is every where within a radius 
of twenty miles about this town, and, as the 
bours pass, it increases and becomes less en- 
durable. , 

At Nineveh the necessity for prompt action 
is especially urgent. Drs. Lee and Goff, re- 
spectively Secretary and member of the State 
Board of Health, inspected that town in the 
morning and declared that the Sheriffs. of the 
various counties must at once call out posses of 
and rescuing the bodies that may. be found 
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of this county urging the nepessity of the im- 
mediate durial of the dead in the interest of the 
public health. 

Dr. Lee thinks that the exigencies of the oc- 
casion demand that some of the formalities 
attendant upon the burial of the dead shonld 
be dispensed with. In view of the fact that all 
bodies prepared at Ninevah hava been endalmed 
‘with aspecial view to giving their friends an 
opportunity to identify thom, the people can- 
not be brought to believe in the urgenoy of the 
‘demand for the removal of the bodies. 


A greater danger is imminent at this town, 
where there are ten acres of crushed houses and 
human beings burning at the Pennsylvania 
Railway bridge. From the banks of the stream, 
for a long time now engines from Pittsburg and 
the neighboring towns have been playing upon 
‘this unextricable mass of ruins. But this 
mornng physicians concituded that they 
must do something to preserve the 
other towns of the valley, and they 
remonstrated against a further playing of the 
hose. They maintained, with a philosophy that 
to anxious searchers seemed heartless, that 
hundreds, if not theusands, lifeless and decay- 
ing bodies were beneath the ruins. ‘It would 
be better,” they said, ‘‘to permit nature’s great- 
est scavenger—the flames—to pursue their 
work unmolested than to further the 
decay of the  putrifying bodies that 
are beneath the débris,. There oan be 
but one result. Days will elapse before the 
rubbish can be sufficiently removed to permit 
the recovery of those bodies, and iong before 
that every corpse will be a putrid mass, yield- 
ing forth those frightful emanations of decay- 
ing human flesh that in a erowded community 
like this can give but one resnit—the deadly ty- 
phus. Every battlefield has demonstrated the 
necessity of the hasty interment of decaying 
bodies, and the stench that already rises is a 
forerunner of the impending danger.” 


“The warnings of science was lost in the 
eager demands of those who sought the remains 
of the near and dear. The hose was again 
turned upon the hissing mass, and rapidly the 
flames yielded to thesupremacy of water. Thus 
will sentimentality, if not forcibly prevented, 
inflict additional hardships upon this already 
overburdened community. 

The diary of the day has been filled with the 
Same recital of experiences of survivors, of in- 
cidents of discovery, and of failures of accom- 
plishing more than a tithe of the requirements 
of the days already gone. Tho workmen are 
more than painstaking. They are resolute and 
eager. But they lack a master spirit. The or- 
ganization is exceedingly feeble. It is true 
that the men who have undertaken the 
work have met with almost insuper- 
able difficulties, but they allow their 
men to see their discouragement, and they are 
consequently half spirited. The effort to iden- 
tify the bodies already recovered leads to the 
neglect of the primal object of securing corpses 
to identify, and thus valuable time is lost at 
this all-important time. Much of the lack of 
organization is due to the aifficulty of com- 
municating between Cambria, on one side of 
the stream, and tho ill-fated Johnstown, but as 
the latter is the place of endeavor, all work 
should be concentrated there. : 

There seems to be a lot of sentimentality in- 
volved in the calling upon the militia for aid— 
that such an action would insult the unfortu- 
nate people of Johnstown, and the like, yet all 
the while the lawless Hungarians go on pillag- 
ing and outraging the dead, as though sucha 
thing as law or as order was lost sight of for- 
éver in this land, 


It is true that an occasional Hungarian or ne- 
groisshot. But asystem of military patrol is 
peremptory at Johnstown until the civic au- 
thorities know whereon to lay their hands. <As 
the type of the civic authorities Sheriff Dick of 
Johnstown threatens to kill any man who at- 
tempts to pass over the river into his bailiwick 
whois not an honest man. Consequently he 
carries in his hand a villainous-looking Win- 
chester rifle and bars the progress of every one 
who attempts to pass him and gain admission 
to the only near route to Johnstown proper. 
Whoever passes him goes as a respectable citi- 
zen with a worthy errand in view, and this con- 
tingent is exceedingly small. 

Mr. Dick has suffered with the other citizens, 
having lost all his family but wife and child, 
ana with the str#in that has fallen upon his 
shoulders, he tries to preserve order and pro- 
tect the family property that is left. With 
beara of several days’ ‘growth, want of sleep 
for several days and nights, dressed 
in mud-stainea clothing, an indication of what 
he has gone through, he paces forward and 
back across the tier. His eyes, bloodshot from 
days of cold and hunger, ne serves as sufficient 
warning to ali to keep within a respectfal dis- 
tance of his rifle. 

But even Mr. Dick’s attempts to sift the chaff 
from the wheat are ineffectual. In the after- 
noon he and a posse of his men got into a squab- 
bie with some Hungarians at Cambria City, and 
the little row bid fair to become a serious riot 
until a squad of Battery B from Pittsburg, who 
had been told repeatedly thai they had no busi- 
ness on the scene, came to his rescue and dis- 
persed the Hungarians with broken heads and 
@ good many ugly bayonet wounds. 

These militiamen were ordered home by Gen. 
Hastings, but fortunately they could not obey 
orders, and so they organized themselves into a 
relief committee, and have been searching for 
bodies, assisted by the Pittsburg firemen. They 
have recovered eighteen bodies from the burn- 
ing ruins above the bridge. They took out 
about $475 in mbney—$400 in one house and 
$75 out of another. Two watches were 
also reeovered. The property was all turned 
over to Adjt. Gen. Hastings. Everybody is 
praising the work of the battery, and one gen- 
tleman said that if they were here in civilian’s 
clothes, so that they would net be objectionable 
to Gen. Hastings, they woald do more work 
than 500 other persons, because of their organi- 
zation. 

SCENES ABOVE JOHNSTOWN. 

The most definite accdbunt which has yet been 
received concerning the condition of the vil- 
lages along the Conemaugh to Stony Creek and 
South Fork was given by the members of a re- 
lief committee from Alliance, Ohio. Prof. R. 
E. Hudson, one of their members, said: 

“The scenes along the upper river are so hor- 
rifying that the mere narration would nauseate 
one. We discovered 193 bodies along the bed of 
Stony Creek, lying in all sorts of positions, and 
showing the most desperate wounds. Nearly 
all the corpses were of women and chil- 
aren. The men seem to have been gat 
work and to have regarded the warning. 
The women and children were totally unaware 
of the gravity of the oncoming flood. There 
were quite twice as many bodies lying between 
Johnstown and South Fork as at any other 
place, save the Johnstown Railway bridge. 

ffen. Hastings sent a dispatch to Harrisburg 
late in the afternoon declaring that he believed 
the number of dead from the flood would num- 
ber from 12,000 to 15,000. He also suggested 
that the Fourteenth Regiment be put under 
arms, 

The first train to the East since the flood 
started over the Baltimore and Ohio line at 
9:45 o’clook to-night.

The population of Johnstown, the surround- 
ing towns, and the portion of the valley affected 
by the flood is, or was, from 50,000 to 55,000. 
Associated Press representatives to-day inter- 
viewed numerous leading citizens of Johns- 
town who survived the ffood and the concensus 
of opinion was that fully 30 per cent. of the 
residents of Johnstown and Cambria had been 


victims of the continued disasters of fire and. 


water. If this be true the total loss of life in 
the entire valley cannot be less than 7,000 or 
8,000, and possibly much greater. Of the 


thousands who were devoured by the flames. 


and whose ashes rest beneath the smoking 
aébris above Johnstown bridge no definite in- 
formation can ever be obtained. As little will 
be learned of the hundreds that sank beneath 
the current and were borne swiftly down the 
Conemaugh, only tobe deposited hundreds of 
miles below on the banks and in the drift wood 
of the Ohio. Probably one-third of the dead 
will never be recovered. 

“All indications point to the fact that the 
death list will reach over 5,000 names, and, in 


my opinion, the missing will reach 8,000 in 


number,” declared Gen. D. H. Hastings to- 


night. 

At present there are said to be 2,200 recov- 
ered bodies. The great difficulties experienced 
in getting a correct list is the great number of 
morgues. There is no central bureau of infor- 
mation, and to communicate with the different 
deadhouses is the work of hours. The journey 


from the Pennsylvania Railroad morgue to the 
one in the Fourth Ward schoolhouse in Johns- 
town occupies at least one hour. This renders 
it impossible to reach all of them in one day, 
particularly as some of the morgues are situ- 
ated at points inaccessible from Johnstown. At 
6 o’clock in the evening the six hundred and 
thirtieth body had been recovered at the Cam- 
bria deposivory for corpses. There are ten 
there at present unknown. At Millville was 
the body of a girl, fifteen years ola, making the 
forty-sixth corpse recovered there. An angry 
mark on the wrist looked as if a bracelet had 
been torn from the arm. At the morgue situ- 
ated at the Franciscan Convent, in Johnstown, 
five bodies were identified. Seventy bodies 
have been received at the Pennsylvania station. 


FEW LEFT IN KERNVILLE. 
Kernville isin a deplorable condition. The 
living are unable to take care of the dead. The 
majority of the inhabitants of the town were 
drowned. A lean-to of boards has been erected 
on the only strect remaining in the town. This 
is the headquarters for the committee that con- 


trols tho dead. As quickly as the dead are 
brought to this point they are placed in boxes 
and then taken to the cemetery and buried, 

A supply store has opened in the town. A 
milkman who was overcharging for milk this 
morning narrowly escaped lynching.’ The in- 
furiated men appropriated ali his milk and dis- 
tributed it among the poor and tnen drove him 
out ef the town. 

The body of the Hungarian who was lynched 
in an orchard last night was removed by his 
friends during the night. The brute had cut oft 
the four fingers of the right hand of the wom- 
an’s bedy. He was noticed before he escaped 


and dropped the fingers into his pocket, where ° 


they were found when he was captured. The 
act maddened the men, and they took him to an 
orchard on the hiliside and hanged him. 

There is. but one street left in the town. 
About one hundred and fifty-five houses are 
standing, where once there stood a thousand. 

One of the large buildings in what was once 
a thriving little borough have escaped. One 
thousand people is alow estimate of the num- 
ver of lives lost from this town, Itis directly 
above the ruins and the bodies have floated 
down into them, where they were burned. A 
Walk through the town revealed a desolate 
sight. Only about twenty-five able-bodied men 
have survived and are able to render any 
assistance. Men and women can be seen 
with black eyes, bruised faces, and eut heads. 
The appearance of some of the ladies is 
heartrending. They were injured in the 
flood and since thaf have not slept. There 
faces have. turned a sickly yellow and dark 
rings surround the eyes. Many have suc- 
cumbed to nervous prostration. For two days 
but litile adsistance could -be rendered them: 
No -medical attention reached them. The 
wounded remained uncared for in some houses 
cutoff by the water and died from their in- 
juries alone.

Miss Hughes, a young lady aged twenty, and 
Mrs. Teeters, a lady aged eixhty-three. She was 
suttering from a compound fracture of the arm. 
The remainder of the patients are doing well. 
Several injured people have had operations per- 
formed upon them. 

The hospitalin the upper part of Johnstown 
is full to overflowing. Many have been carried 
to the surrounding houses. One of their pa- 
ona died on their hands and several are very 
ow. 

Hospitals have been established at Cone- 
Maugh and: Mineral Point, but little could be 
learned of how many vatients they contained 


and how they were faring. . 


THEY CALL IT A MIRACLE. 

The miracle, as itis called, that happened at 
the Church of the [Immaculate Conception, has 
caused a tremendous sensation. A large num- 
ber of persons will testify as to the nature of 
the event, and, to put it mildly, the pircum- 
stances are really remarkable. May devotions 
were in progress Friday night when the water 


descended on Cambria City. The chirch was 
filled with people at the time, but when the 
noise of the flood was heard, the congregation 
hastened to get out of the way. They succeeded 

as far as escaping from the interior is con- 

cerned, andinafew minutes the church was 

partially submerged, the water reaching fif- 

teen feet up the sides and swirling around the 

corners furiously. The building was badly 

wrecked, the benches were torn out, andin 

general the entire structure, both inside and. 
outside, was fairly dismantled. 

Yesterday elgg gy, 2 when an entrance was 
forced through the ‘blocked doorway, the ruin 
appeared to be complete. One object alone had 
escaped the water’s wrath. ‘he statue of, the 
Biessed Virgin, that bad been decorated and 
adorned because of the May devotions, was as 
unsullied as the day it was made. The flowers 
the wreaths, the lace veil, were undisturbed and 
unsoiled. Nota wrinkie was observable in its 
outlines. The marks on the wall showed that 
the surface of the water had risen to a height of 
titteen feet, while the atatue, which is three feet 
high, had been saved from all contact with the 
flood. Every one who has seen the statue and 
its surroundings is firmly convinced the inci- 
dent was a miraculous one and even to the 
most skeptical the affair savors of the super- 
natural. 

There are about thirty Catholic priests and nuns 
here. The sisters are devoting themselves te the 
care of the sick and injured in the hospitals, while 
the priests dre doing anything and everything 
and making themselves generally useful. Bishop 
Phelan, whe reached here Sunday evening, re- 
turned to Pittsburg on the. 3 o’clock train yes- 
terday afternoon. He has organized the Cath- 
olic forces in this neighporhood and all are 
devoting themselves te hard work assiduously. 
What the hospitals would have done without 
the sisters is a difficult question. There are 
nine charity, seven Franciscan, and seven Ben- 
edictine sisiers, Among the priests are the 
Rev. Fathers Guiao, Goebel, Cosgrave, Galla- 
gher, Trotwein, Kosensteet, Doren, Corcoran, 
Derlin, Boyle, Smith, O’Conneil, and Lambing. 

Father Derlin, who lives in Hazelwood, Pitta- 
burg, hurried to the scene last Saturday, fearful 
that his brother and parents were drowned. 
He was happily mistaken in this supposition, 
for none of his relatives had been injured. Mr. 
Derlin, who heeded the warning as to the dan- 
ger of the dam, had hurried his wife and two 
cluildren to the hills, but returned himself to 
save sume things from his house. While in the

WOODVALE SWEPT BARE. 

Where Woodvale once stood thereis now a sea 
of mud, broken, but rarely, by a pile of wreck- 
age. Acorrespondent waded through mud and 
water up the valley to-day, over the site of the 
former village. Nothing is standing but the old 
woolen mills. The place is swept bare of all 


other buildings but the ruins of the Gautier 
wire mill. The boilers of this great works were 
carried yards from their foundation 
Pieces of engines, rolls, and other machinery 
were swept far away from where they once 
stood. The wreck of a hose carriage is sticking 
up out of the mad. It belonged to the crack 
company of Johnstown. The engine house is 
swept away and the cellar is filled with mud, so 
that the site is obliterated. 

German was on guard at the mill when the 
waters came. He ran for the hillside and suc-, 
ceeded in escaping. Hetells a graphic story 
of the appearance of the water as it swept down 
the valley. He deolares that the first wave was 
as high as the third story of a house. The place 
is deserted. No effort is being made to clean off 
the streets. The mire has formed the grave for 
many a poor victim: Arms and legs are pro- 
truding from the mud and it makes the most 
elckening of pictures.

MEN WANTED TO WORK. 

Three days-have passed since the flood gates 
were opened and the waters rushed down upon 
the mountain city. Order is slowly arising out 
of chaos. The survivors are slowly realizing 
what is the best course to pursue. The great 
cry is for men—men who will work and not 


stand idly by and do nothing but gaze at the 
ruins. The following order was posted on a 
telexraph pole in Johnstown to-day: 

N oe. setae the day men who have been idle 
have been begged 10 did us in oe aig the town, 
and amar have not refused to work. © are now 
so organized that employment can be found for 
every man who wants to work,and men offered 
work who refuse to take the same and who are 
able to work, must leave Johnstown for the pres- 
ent. Wecannot afford to feed men who will not 
work. All work will be paid for the same. Strang- 
ers and idiers who refuse to work will be ejected 
from Johnstown. 

By Order of Citizens’ Committee. 

Officers were stationed at every avenue and 
railroad that enters the town. All suspicious- 
looking characters are stopped. Only one ques- 
tion isasked, Itis, **Will you work?” an 
affirmative answeris given ainan escorts him 
to the employment bureau, where he is put to 
work. If not he is turned back, 

The committee hag driven one or two men out 
of the town. There is a lot of idle vagabond 
negroes in Johnstown who will not work. Itis 
likely that a committee will escert them out of 
town. They have caused the most trouble dur- 
ing the past terrible days. It is a fact, although 
a@ disagreeable one to say, that not a few of 
the Relief Committeés who came te this 
city came only out of curiosity and positively 
refused to do Bny work, but would hang around 
the cars eating the food. The leaders of the 
committees then had to do allthe work. They 
deserve much credit. 

An old man sat ong chair placed on a box at 
the intersection of two streets in Johnstown 
and begged for men; ‘For God’s sake,’ he 
sald, ‘can we. not’ fipd men? Will not 
some of you mén pt Look at those 


men who havé not slept for.titree duys and 


are dropping with fatigue. 
well. For God’s sake helpua” Tears rolled 
down his cheeks as of tire Then he would 
threaten the eras ‘Vdlers standing by and 
again plead with thém.. Every man, it seems, 
wants to be a policem@n, where they can bull- 
doze strangers and aniloy reporters. 


BURNING THE WRECKAGE, 

A wide path along which wagons may move 
has been cleared , to the ruins of the Hurlbut 
House. In among the wide stretches of mud, 
so far from buildings and ruins that there 
is little danger froni sparks, piles of rubbish 


and broken. boards are being burned. Men 
stand around to feéa and tend them. As 
the looser and lighter material isjcleared away 
the huge logs and trees that gave weight to the 
moving mass come more clearly into view. 
Bodiés are come across singly and in groups, 
and the work of removing them goes painfully 
ana persistently on. , 

Near where the temporary Post Office has 
been established, at the head of Muin-street, 
the Information Bureau has put out a sign re- 
questing citizens of Johnstown to come and 
register so that their friends may know that 
they are still among the living. This was a very 
necessary measure and tends to reduce the con- 
fusion caused by persons hurrying about mak- 
ing inquiries of one another. 

MONEY .TO PAY LABORERS: 

Trains filled with provisions are arriving py 
the Pennsylvania Riilroad, are unloaded here, 
and the work of getting them over to the relief 
headquarters goes ou rapidly. Mr. Moxham, 
the President, said this .afternoon that 
money was the one thing greatly needed. 
The great object, he says, is: to pay 
these men who are at work here as s00n 
as possible, and make them feel that they are 
again working for themselves. ‘* To thenumer- 
ous inquiries which have come to-day,” he 
says, “we have made this answer: * We are 
receiving provisions, and we will need un 
abundance in. addition to what. we have 
in order to prevent suilering, but 
we desire, as soon as possible, to 
get the life of the place moving as nearly as 
possible in régular channels. It 1s demoraliz- 
lng to give people food for nothing. We want 
to pay them cash for their services, so that they 
may purchases their owa food and clothing aua 
thus fee! a certain measure of independence.” 

Postmaster Baumen is gradually getting his 
ofttice into working order. A little mail matter 
arrived to-day, and it will pow begin to come in 
with increasing volume. All the mall matter 
that was in the Post Office when the ocean of 
water came down was washed away. There 
was a considerable sum in money and stamps 
in the safe, aad it is expected this will be all 
right when it is dug out.

THE IMPERILED TRAINS. 


CONFLICTING STATEMENTS AS TO THE 
NUMBER OF PASSENGERS LOST. 

JOHNSTOWN, June 3.—It is now settled that 
only about four lives were lost on the train that 
left Pittsburg Friday morning last. Conductor 
Bell, who had charge of the train, stated to-day 
that in his opinion only four passengers were 
lost. Said he: 

“We were between Conemaugh and Johre- 
town when the engineer saw the flood coming. 
He gave us word and we ran through the train 
and told the passengers to run to the mountains 
for their lives, but the majority of them thought 
it was only a wave and remained in their cara 
while the train men ran to the mountains. 
When the flood came it washed away the car 
next to the smoking car and left the others re- 
maining. The people in the Puliman car were 
ducked, but none of them was otherwise in- 

ured. The thrée or four passengers who were 
ost were men, but I do not Know their numes.” 

Four of the yuung ladies who wore on the 
train were saved, but owing to Iright, were un- 
able to leave Prospect, where they were taken, 
a to-day, wheu they were taken to Ebeuns- 

urg. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 3.—Homer Brown, 
who arrived in this city this morning from 
Johnstown, says that he was a passenger on ove 
of the three trains—day express aud two sec- 
tions of the limitea—that were held at Lilly 
Station and said to have been destroyed by the 
flood. He rewained there from Friday until 
Saturday, leaving for home Saturday night, and 
walked thirty miles to Sang Hollow, and there 
took'a train for Pittsburg.

NEW-YORK CENTRAL OVERWHELMED 
BY TRAFFIC FROM PENNSYLVANIA, 

Mr. R. F. Feist, who is on the staff of the 
General Agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
ealled at THE Trg ks office yesterday to make the 
announcement that the company would re- 
ceive and transport to Johnstown free of charge 
all articles of foodand elothing and housekeep- 
ing utensils and furniture. that might be con- 


tributed by the charitable in aid of the sufferers 
by the great disaster. Things were atiliin a 
ehaotic condition allalong the line from Harris- 
burg to New-Florence, but they expected to be 
uble to run relief traing over the road by t , 
and even if some of the breaks in the road should 
not be mended by this time, means will be fou 

to get the contributed stuff through without any 
upuecessary delay. If necessary an army of 
men will be put to work to pack and carry the 
Provisions and clothing over the gaps in the 
road to the next clear stretch of raliw or 
wagon road. No expense or effort will be gparea 
to expedite the relief goods, and all other basi- 
mess will have to make way fo relief 
trains so long as the emergency and urgency re- 
main. : ‘ 

The stoppage of all Western trayel on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad has imposed @ yolume 
of trafiic upon the New-York tral which is 
testing the passenger-transportation facilities 
of the latter tothe utmost. “The demand upon 
our resources,” said General Passenger Agent 
Richards, at the Grand Central Station, ‘‘is sim- 
ply enormous; and while the road has been ex- 
ceptionally free trom damage er inconvenience 
by the foods which bave devastated other sec- 
tions of the country, we have experienced con- 
siderable delay in consequence of the un- 
expected demands that Have been made 
upon us. Immediately up the ananounce- 
yuent of the disaster which has overtaken 
the Pennsylvania, instructions were issued to 
ail conductors on the Central and its associated 
lines to recognize the tickets of that read. West- 
ward-bound passengers Dave accordingly been 
brought from Harrisbury and other points this 
side ef Johnstown and fonyeyed by the Central 
to their destination, -while those eastward- 
bound, from ChieagO and elsewhere, have 
availed themselves of the opportunity for 
transportation thus afforded them. The result 
has been that the Central has been compelled, 
In numerous tostanees, to run its ordinary 
trains in two sections. 

~There is nothing uncommon,” continued Mr. 
Richards, “in the extension of this courtesy to 
the Penunsyivapia.. Corporations are credited 
with having no souls; but when disaster comes 
it is invariably the case that business rivalries 
are forgotten, competition becomes a secondary 
consideration, and the managers of the great 
arteries of travel are instant and alert to hasten 
to the assistance of their competitors, and 
accommodate the general and particulariy the 
traveling public in every way within their 
power. Hew long the present interruption in 
travel will continue we here in New-York have 
nG means of judging. All the information 
we have has come to us through the 
newspapers. [It is probable that the havoc 
Wrought by the flood has been under rather 
than over estimated. From all accounts it 
Will require a number of days to repair the 
damage done in Pennsylvania, and a week or 
ten days are likely to eiapse before travel is re- 
stered to its normal condition.” ~ 

At the offices of the Oxstario and Western 
Railroad General Passenger Agent Fessenden 
stated that there had been no perceptibie in- 
crease in passenger traffic since Saturday. 
There had, however, been a considerable en- 
largemontin the transportation of eastward- 
bound freight, particularly in the matter of 
live stock, which, he thought, was oceasioned 
by the disaster which had overtaken the Peun- 
Bylivania Railroad and its branches. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad oficials announce 
that all telegraphic communtcation west of Al- 
toona had ceased, and that all the information 
they had was from the nowspaper reports. 
Yesterday morning 250 expert bridge buiiders 
and track layers were started to Johnstown, 
which they expect to reach by way of the Balti- 
more andi Ohio branch. Three hundred car- 
loads of gravel and an immense amount of sup- 
plies, rails, &c., were sent yesterday. An ofli- 
cial said that the worst wash-outs were probably . 
between Harrisburg and Altoona, a distance of 
133 miles, of which he suspected that the great- 
er portion wouid require rebuilding, - 

Mir. C. P. Craig, General Eastern Passenger 
Agent of the Baltimore and Obio Ratlroad, yes- 
terday received a telegram from Mr. Charles 
P. Scull, Generai Passenger Agent, announeing 
that trains would be run on schedule time, com- 
mencing this morning, except on the Valley, 
Romney, and Hagerstown Branches. The Balti- 
more and Ohio will carry all relief packages 
free. They may be sent to Pier 20 East River 
or Pier 27 North River. 

A special train of tive coaches and a baggage 
ear left Jersey City over the Pennsyivania 
lines last evening en route to the scene of the 
disaster, carrying a large force of bridge build- 
ers and tracklayers. They will be taken to 
Harrisburg, and from there forwarded along the 
line as they are needed. The Puliman Palace 
Car Company yesterday sent three sleepers out 
frem Harrisburg along the tracks as far as they 
could go, to ailord shelter to the sufferera by 
the floods.

MOURNING IN NEWARK. 


WILLIAM SCHERER OF THAT PLACE ONE 
OF THE VICTIMS OF THE FLOOD. 
The reported drowning at Johnstown of 
William Scherer of Newark, N. J,, has caused 
much sorrow in that place, where he was well 
known and highly respected. He was teller of 
the State Banking Company of Newark, and 
had been in its employ seventeen years. Last 
Tuesday night he left Newark, in company with 
A. R. Kruser and a Mr. Murheaad of Trenton. 
They went to Tiffin, Ohio, transacted some per- 
sonal business there, and started for home 
Thursday, Mr. Scherer taking the shortest 
route by way of Pittsburg, because he was 
needed at the bank Friday to pay off the New- 

ark fire and police forces. 

On Friday morning Mr, Scherer telegraphed 
from Conemaugh to John L, Kruser, brother of 
A. R. Kruser, that a terrible wash-out had oc- 
curred there and that he was likely to be de. 
tained several hours. This dispatch arrived on 
time, and the pext news heard from hjm was 
the published fact that his body had been iden- 
tified among the dead passengers of the east- 
bound Chieago cay express, which was enguifed 
by the flood on Friday. 

Mr. Scherer was thirty-three years old, single, 
and lived with his widowed mother, a sister, 
and a brother at 296 Broad-street, Newark. 
Two of his sisters who are married also reside 
in Newark. He was Treasurer of the Chatelet 
Club and ametmber of the Eintracht Singing 
Society and several other social organizations 
of Newark. He was esteamed as. one of ths 
bank’s most vaiued employes, Telegrams were 
received from the missing man yesterday by 
Julius Stoppf, cashier of the bank, and #. H. 
Stonaker announcing his safety, but they were 
dated May 31 and had undoubtedly been written 
before the disaster occurred. Mr. Stonaker, 
who is Vice President of the Chatelet Club and 
was Mr. Scherer’s imost intimate, friend, left 
Newark yesterday afternoon to visit this city 
with the intention of finaing deftnite informa- 
yen regarding Mr. Scherer’s fate. Late in the 
evening they telegraphed their triends that they 
had learned nothing which gave them any hope, 
and had decidea to go to Johnstown and, in the 

veut of Mr. Scherer’s death being confirmed,

Cyrus Pfleiger, a traveling salesman in 
theemploy of Ferguson Brothers of this city, 
ang living with his parents and three grown-up

Heis supposed 
to be among the lost, for no word has been re- 
ceived from him since, and he has hitherto 
always telegraphed his safety immediately after 
any accident occurring in the vicinity of where 
he may have been, notably the Wilkesbarre 
railroad accident of aboutayearago., Pficiger’s 
family are especially alarmed because telegrams 
to the hotels in that neizhborhood have elicited 
no information concerning him. 


LIFE INSURANCE LOSSES. 

The life insurance companies appear to 
have suffered but little from the Johnstown 
disaster. Mr. James W. Alexander of the Equt- 
table Life Assurance Society said yesterday 
that the concern had received a dispatch from 
its Pittsburg agent stating that thus far only 
three deaths had been reported to him. From 
the amount of insurance placed by the Equita- 
ble in Johnstown and vicinity Mr. Alexander 
estimated that the loss sustained by his com- 
pany would not exceed $25,000. He said thut, 
of course, any statement as te the amount was 
mere guess werk, but he felt confident that 

525,000 would not be exceeded. . He considered 
the loss a mere bagatelle. The Equitable has 
given notice thatit stands ready to instantly 
a losses that it may have sustained by the 

ood. 

At the offices of the New-York Life Insurance 
Company it was said that no advices of any 
kind had been received by them from the 
stricken district. There was no way of esti- 
mating their losses, but they thought that 
$50,000 would cover ali. They. thought that 
none of the great life insurance companies had’ 
been sufferers by the flood, because the people 
holding large policies were generally in a posi- 
tion to take care of themselves. ‘The pringipal 
losers im the way of insurance were probably 
the local assessment concerns. These must 
pare been badly crippled, if not wholly annihi- 
ated, 

The President of the United States Life In- 
surance Company said that in the absenee of 
any advices he could only guess at the losses 
sustained by the company. He was utterly un- 
ableto make any estimate, but he would say 
that $100,000 in all probability would cover 
every thing. 

Richard A, McCurdy, President of the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, has, by direction of 
the company, sent a notice to the General 
Agent of the company for Pennsylvania to no- 
tity ali Mutual Life poliey holders in Johnstown 
and vicinity that thirty days’ extension of time 
will be allowed in payment of premiums and 
that all death claims caused by the calamity will 
be paid Jmmediately on prvofs and identifica- 
tion. . J- Kaston, Secretary of the company, 
said yesterday that the pelicies of the Mutual 
Life in that district probably amount to about 
$500,000, There are probably alarge number of 
premiums that are now due or will be due with- 
in a few days. Under ordinary circumstances if 
the premiums are not paid in time the policies 
are forfeited, but the company does not wish to 
take advantage ef the holders when they have 
been visited by sucha fearful calamity. The 
company will be very careful to get irrefutable 
proofs in the present ingtance, as most prob- 
ably entire families have perished and all their 
papers have been destroyed, and it is not im- 
probable that some people may take advantage 
of the confusion and present claims te whic 
they have no right. In alt insurance companies 
there are policy holders who conceal from the 
tamilies the fact that they are insured, as nota 
few wives and children seem to have a super- 
stition that a man is going to die when he gets 
insured.

Philip H. Fraser, the selling agent of the 
Cambria Iron Company, whose olficeis at 18° 
Wall-street, said yesterday that he had received 
no advices from - that concern ag to its future 
policy.' He, therefore, could not say whether 
it would rebuild its works in Cambria City or 
not. tthe New-York offices of the Johnston 
Company of Johnstown, Penn., it was said that 
from all they could learn they thought their 
mills had not been destroyed. ‘Eheir switch 
works, however, had been entirely destroyed. 
Those would positively be rebuilt, not on their 
tormer site in the path of the flood, but, in all 
probability, on safer ground near the mils. lt 
had been the purpose Of the egmpany prior to 
the flood to remove the switch works to a posi- 
tion near that occupied by the mils, The Jonns- 
ton Company people expressed the opinion that 
the Cambria Iron Company would rebutid its 
works, as it was avery old and wealthy con- 
cern, with a reserve fund propably larger than 
its capital. 





THE SHAH’S BILLS IN ENGLAND.

As his Majesty bas intimated that he 
will be accompanied by between sixty and sev- 
enty persons—male and female—who will go 
witb him about the country, the cost of his con- 
veyance and éntertainmernt will be something 
enormous—especially as he has announced his 
intention of staying for twenty-five days, that 
being the period fixed for his sojourn among us 
bythe astrologers and otherwise men of his Court. 
It appears that when the Shak visited England 
in 1873 the Government (i, ¢, Mr. Gladstone 
aud Lord Granville) agreed that if the Queen 
gave him and bis suite entertainment at Buck- 
ineham Palace,and paid for the same, then the 
country would defray the whole of his outdoor 
expenses, as he wasa State guest, Thia prece- 
ent isto be followed on the present occasion, 
and, of course, if objections are raised to the 
arrangement in the House of Commous, the 
Liberal Ministers, who are practieally responei- 
ble, will be obliged to support it, the transac- 
tion atfording another proof of the irrational 
eagerness of past Liberal adininistrations to 
comply with the unreasonable exactions of the 
royal family. I understand thatin 1873 the 
Queen paid upward of £10,000 0n account of 
the Shah’s visit, while the cost to the country 
was about £12,000 the expenses will be 
heavier on the present eécasion.

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| THE RAGING SUSQUEHANNA 


WILLIAMSPOKIT FLOODED’ BY 
ITS RAPID RISE. 

A NUMBER OF PERSONS DROWNED AND 
MILLIONS OF FEET OF LUMBER AND 
LOGS CARRIED AWAY. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., June 3.—Since Sat- 
urday morning last this eity has undergone 
the experience of being flooded with thirty-four 
feet of water, of having the Susquehanna boom 
taken out with 200,000,000 feet of logs, over 
40,000,000 feet of sawed lumber taken, mills 
carried away, and‘othars wreeked, business and 


number of lives lost The flood was nearly 
séven feet higher than the great high water of 
1865. 

Early on Friday news reached here of the 
flood at Clearfield, butit was not before 20’clock 
Saturday morning that the swelling water began 
to become prominent, the riyer then showing a 
rise averaging two feet to the hour. Steadily and 
rapidly thereafter the rise continued, The rain 
up the country had been terrific, and from 
Thursday afternoon throughout the nignt, and 
during Friday and Friday night, the rain fell 
here with but little interruption, After mid- 
night Friday it came down in absolute tor- 
rents until nearly daylight Saturday morn- 
ing. As @ resuit of this -rise, Gratins 
Run, a small stream runrging through the city 
from northwest to southeast, was raised until 
* nogaes the whole territory on either side 
of it. 

Soon after daylight, the rain having, ceased, 
he stream began a4 suerte. and as the river 
had not then reaehed an alarming height, very 
few were concerned over tie outlook. The 
water kept getting higher and _ higher, 
and spreading out over the lower 
streets, At about 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon the logs began to go down, 
‘filling the stream from bank to bank. The 
water had by this time reached almost the stage 
of 1865. It was coming up Third-street to the 
Oourt House, and was up Fourth-street to Mar- 
ket. Not long afteritt reached Third-street on 
William afd advanced up Fourth to Pine. Its 
onward progress did not stop, however, as it 
rose higher on Third-street, and soon began to, 
reach Fourth-street, both at Elmira and Locust 
streets, Noone along Fourth between William 
and Hepburn had any conception that it would 
trouble them, but the sequel proved they were 
mistaken. 

Soon after noon the water began crossing the 
railroad at Walnut and Campbell streets, and 
soon the country all north of the railroad was 
submerged, that part along the run being for 
the second time during the day flood- 
ed. The rise kept on until 9 o’cldck 
at night aud after that hour it began to go 
slowly the other way. By daylight Sunday 
morning it had fallen two feet and _ that 
receding continued during the day. When 
the water was at its highest the 
memorable sight was to be seen of a 
level surface of water extending from 
the northern line of the city from Rural-avenue 
on Lecust-street, entirely across the city to the 
mountain on the south side. This meant that 
the water was six feet deep on the floors of the 
buildings in Market-sgquare, over four feet deep 
in the station ofjthe Pennsylvania Railroad and 
at the Park Hotel. Fully three-quarters of the 
city was submerged. 

he losa was, necessarily enormous. The 
business houses throughout the city all lose 
heavily, many of them over $20,000 each. The 
loss falls heaviest on the lumbermen, All the 
logs are lost and a large share of the cut lumber. 

The losa of life has also been heavy. Iwo 
children of Charles Edward were drowned, 
three children of a family named Schultz, and a 
child of William Dietrich, a man namea Mitob- 
Jer, and an unknown man also perished, all in 
the city. At Nippenose, twelve miles up the 
river, twelve persons were drowned, members 
of the famiiies of George and William Young- 
man and two young lady visiters. 

A general meeting of lumbermen was held 
this afternoen to take action on the question of | 
looking after the lost stock. A comparison as 
to losses was made, but many of those present 
were unable to give an estimate of the amount 
they had lost. It was found that the aggre- 
gate of logs lost from the boom was about 
200,000,000 fect, and the aggregate of manu- 
tactured lumber fully 40,000,000 feet. Among 
the heaviest losers under the last named head 
are the following: F. Coleman, Howard 
& Ferley, Vonsolidated Lumber Com: 
pany, White, Lente & White, Williams- 
port Lumber Company, Payne, Cochran 
& Co., Edgar Munson, E. Williams & Fores- 
man, 8. C. Bowman & Co., and 8.) Mack Taylor. 
The only sawmill taken was the Beaver Mill 
structure, which contained two mills, that of 8. 
Mack Taylor and the Williamsport Lumber 
Company. It went down stream just as it 
stood, and has lodged a few miles below the 
clty, Where-1t now stands intact. 

The shingle mill oef,.T. J. Duffy and his stock 
of shingles were taken, including the logs he 
lost from the boom. His total loss is $20,000. 
An examination of the boom made to-day 
shows that the piers are all safe but half a 
dozen, and the boom sticks are all in place, but 
one-tenth of the number. In about thirty days 
the boom will again be in good working order. 

Two more lives were lost to-day. Abram 
Fiederiey and bis son, aged fourteen years, 
made an attempt to cross the river above the 
dam ina boat, but were carried over the falls 
and drowned. 

News comes this evening that five men and a 
baby were drowned at Baker’s Camp, near Eng- 
lish Centre, in the nerthern part of Lycoming 
County. 

There is a great amount of distress, as many 
families lost every thing they had in the way of 
provisions. Relief committees have been 
organized and will be at work by to-morrow. 
The citizens held a meeting to-day, and sub- 
scriptions were, received ranging from $1,000 
down, nearly $7,000. being raised. Groceries 
are about exhausted, except canned goods, 
There isa little flourin thé hands of the rail- 
road companies, which is being put out. 

Railroad and telegraphic communication, sus- 
pended since Friday night, 1s opening, Kail- 
road telegraph lines began working east to-du 
and traing are running from Dewart eastwar 
Bridges on the Pennsylvania Railroad. from 
Linden to Sunbury were all taken. That at 
Montgomery is now being rebuilt, 
when it is done ene will be abie 
to reach the south side of the river opposite this 
city. Throvgh trains will be run by way of 
Lock Haven to the main line at Tyrone this 
week, On the Northern Central Railroad trains 
aré run south only to Roaring Branch. All 
bridges between that point and here are gone 
but three. - 


PHILADEEPHIA, June 3.—A member of the 
Philadelphia Zimes’s staff telegraphs trom Will- 
jamsport: 


Trusting to the strong arms of brave John 
Nichol, | safely crossed the Susquehanna at 
Montgomery two hours ago in a small boat, 
and met Superintendent Westfall on the other 
side on an engine. We went to where the North- 
ern Central crosses the river again to Will- 
lamsport, where it 13 wider and swifter. The 
havoc everywhere is dreadful. Most of the 
farmers for miles and miles have lost their stock 
and crops, and some their horses and barps. 
In one place L saw thirty dead cattle. 
They had caught on the top of a hill, 
but were drowned and egarried into a 
creek that had been ao part of a river. I 
could see where the river had been over the 
tops of the barns. a quarter of a mile from the 
usual bank. A man pameg Gibson, some miles 
below Williamsport, lost “every animal but a 
gray horse, which got into the loftand staid 
there, with the water up to his boay. 

A woman named Clark is alive with six cows 
that. ehe got up-stairs, Along the edges of the 
washed-out. tracks families with stoves 
aud a few things saved are under 
board shanties. We passed the saw mill 
that by forming a dam is responsible for 
‘the loss of the Williamsport bridges. 
The river looked very. wild, but Superintendent 
Westfall and I crossed it in two boats. It is 
nearly half a mile across. Both boats were car- 
ried. some distance and nearly upset. It was 
oad, after “wadin through mud into 
the town, to pa all Williamsport 
knowing littie or nothing about Johnstown or 
what had been happening elsewhere, Mr. 
Westfall was beset by thousands asking about 
friends on the other side, and inquiring when 
food can be got through. 

The loss is awful. There have not been many 
buildings in the town carried off, but there are 
tew that have not been damaged. There is 
mourning everywhere for the dead, Men 
look serious and wern, and every one ia 
going about splashed with mud, The Mayor 
fn his address says: ‘Send us help at once— 
in the name of God, at once. There are hun- 
dreds utterly destitute. They have lost all 
they have, and have no hope of employment 
for the future. ‘Philadelphia should, if possible, 
send proyisions, Such 4 Wie. aa a chieken is 
unknown here, They were all carried off. It is 
hard to get anything to eat for love or money. 
Flour is needed worse than anything else.” 

I gave away a cooked chicken and sandwiches 
that [had with me to two men who had had 
nothing to eat since yesterday morning. The 
flood having subsided, all the «rim destitution 
isnow uncovered. Last night a great many 
grocery and Other stores were gutted, not by 
the water, but by hungry, desperate people. 
They only took things to eat. 

There has been considerable anxiety about 
the banks owing to the people who are in 
urgent need, but they will weather the 
storm, especially if they : 
support from outside. The ,arrival and pres- 
ence of Mr. Westfall, and his announcement 
that the road will be open from Enuadelpais to 
the other side of the river to-morrow night, had 
done much to allay the panic and create a bet- 
ter feeling. One paren special police have

The 
southern bank of the river is connected by a 
suspension bridge, above which is the great 
Susquehanna boom, which cost about one mill- 
ion dollars and has a capacity of 300,000,000 
feet of lumber.

GOV. BEAVERS APPEAL. 


THE PEOPLE OF THE UNITED STATES 
CALLED UPON FOR HELP. 

HARRISBURG, June 3.—Late to-night Gov. 
Beaver issued a strong appel for aid. It is ad- 
dressed to the people of the United States, and 
is as follows: 

“The Executive of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania has refrained hitherto from mak-' 
ing an appeai to the people for their benefac- 
tions in order that he might receive definite and 
reliable information from the centre of aisaster 
during the late floods, which haye been unpre- 
cedented in the history of the State or 


nation’ communication by wire has been 6a- 
tablished with Johnstown to-day. The civil 
authorities are in control, the Adjutant General 
of the State co-operating with them. Order 
has been restored, and it is likely to 
continue. Newspaper reports as to loss 
of hfe and proberty have not been exag- 
gerated. The valley of the Conemaugh, which 
ls peculiar has been swept from one end to the 
other as with the besom of destruction. Itcon- 
tained a population of 40,000 to 50,000 people, 
living for the most part along the banks of a 
smail river confined within narrow limits. The 
most conservative estimates place the loss of 
life at 5,000 human beings and of property at 
$25,000,000, i 

Whole towns have been utterly destroyed; 
not a vestige remains. In the more sub- 
stantial towns the better buildings to a 
certain extent remain, but in a dam- 
aged condition, ‘Those who are least 
able to bear it have suffered the 
loss of everything. The most pressing 
needs so far as food is concerned have been 
supplied, Shoes and clothing of all sorts for 
mén, women, and children are greatly needed. 
Money is also urgently required to remove the 
débris, bury the dead, and care temporarily for 
widows aud orphans and for the homeless 
generally. Other localities have suffered 
to some extent in the same way but 
not in the same degree. Late advices 
would seem to indicate that there is great loss 
of life and destrifttion of property along 
the west branch of the Susquehanna 
and in localities from which Wwe Can 
get no definite information. What does come, 
however, is of the most appalling character, 
and it is expected that the details will add new 
horrors to the sityation. The responses from 
within and without the State have been most 
generous and cheering. 

North and south, east and west, from the 
United States and from England tiere comes 
the same hearty, generous response of sym- 
pathy and help. The President, Governors 
ot States, Mayors of cities, anda  in- 
dividuals and communities, private aud 
municipal corporations, seem to vie with 
each other in their expressions of sympathy and 
in their contributions of substantial aid. But, 
gratifying as their responses are, there is ne 
danger of their exceeding toe necessities of the 
situation. 

A careful organization has been made upon 
the ground for the distribution of whatever 
assistance is furnished in kind. The Adjutant 
General of the State is there as the 
representative of the State authorities, 
and = is giving personal attention in 
connection with the Chief Burgess of 
Johnstown and a Committee of Relief 
to the distribution of the help which is fur- 
nished. Funds contributed in aid of the suffer- 
ers Gan be deposited with Drexel & Co., Phila- 
delphia; Jacob Bomberger, _ banker, 
Harrisburg, or Wiliam Kk Thompson 
& Co. bankers, Pittsburg. All money 
contributed will be used carefully and 
judiciously. Present wants ‘are fairly met. 
Alerge ferce will be employed at once to re- 
move the débris and bury the dead, so as to 
avoid disease and epidemic

sured that their contributions will be faith- 
fully husbanded and judiciously expended

WYOMING WILL HOLD A _ CONSTITU- 
TIONAL CONVENTION. 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming, June 3.—Although 
Congress failed to pass the enablipg act asked 
for by Delegate Casey last Winter, Wyoming 
has lost none of her ambition to become a State. 
To-day Gov. Francis E. Warren issued a ¢all for 
a Constitutional Convention Sept. 2, and ordered 
a@ general election on July 8 for delegates there- 
to. The Statehood movement has been pushed on 
a8 rapidly as theugh the enabling act existed. 
It has followed the provisions of the Senate 


bill, and the Constitution, it is expected, will 
pe Voted upon at general elections in Novem- 


r. 

Of the ten counties in the Territory seven 
hare bgp Siete wiltingptes to game the 
expense of an election. ese counties cas 
14,943 of the 18,010 ballots yoted oe men & 
women at the last election for Delegate to - 
oor Gov. Warren, Secretary Shannon, and 

hief Justice Maginnis met at the Capital to- 
day and apportioned fifty-five delegates amon 
theten counties. They adopted this resolution; 

“We believe that this Territory is justly entitled 
toadmission as_a State, and that it is for the best 
interests of the Territory and its people that a Con- 
atitution should be adopted and state Government 
organized, and application is respectfully and ear- 
nestly made to the Congress of the United States 
tor the immediate admission of the proposed State 
of Wyoming.” 

Gov. Warren then issued the formal nrocla- 
mation. Wyoming will be in area the eighth 
State in the Union. Besides her advantages as 
® grazing country, there are millions of 
acres awaiting only irrigation te become 
fertile. It is from the mineral resources, 
however, that Wyoming expects most. 
Coal and oil fields of practieally ua- 
limited extent await development, and it is 
believed that the fron and copper beds will 

rove vast The people are progressive and 
argely American born, The populatien is eati- 
mated at 100,000 by the most anage ne 
A count of noses would probably show 85,000, 
Wyoming went sHepublican by a small 
Majority at the last eleetion, but has frequently 
sent Democrats to Washington. It is generelly 
believed that the election in July will show a 
small vote and that politics will cut no 
figure in the Constitutional Convention. The 
People desire Statehoud more on account of 
the attention that will be attracted to the Ter- 
ritory’s great mineral resourees yet undevel- 
oped and because of the increased aontidence 
that Eastern eapitalists will have in placing 
their investments in developing projects than 
for any other reason.

The Governor issued the first proclamation 
calling for the people to take action in the mat- 
ter of forming a Conatitution. There is strong 
talk now of calling a mass meeting of the peonle 
of the country to 6lect qoeen It will proba- 
bly be done. It 18 probable that delegates 
will continue to be appointed er elected 4B to 
the day of the sitting of the convention, This 
county is certain to have two sets of delegates, 
and there will probably be three. Several other 
counties are in the same condition. Our-Jhee, 
Kingham, Altursa, Washington, 4nd Cassia are 
already in the same quandary. 3 

The great number of small-bore politicians 

scattered over the Territory rendere it ex- 
tremely probable that a majority of the coun- 
ties will embarrass the convention ina simi- 
lar manner, no provision being mada by 
law for the payment of the members, 
A number of the wealthy men interested in 
Statehood, among whom is Gov. Shoup, have 
undertaken that they will cash the certificates 
of members and run the risk of getting 1t out 
of the General Government or the Territory, 
Notwithstanding all the difticulties that present 
themselves, the convention will be held and a 
Conatitution submitted to the people in an in- 
formal manner. 
. It is true the Republicans intend to embody 
what is called the test oath in the Constitution, 
This essentially provides that Mormons shall 
not vote Without the oath. It was passed four 
years ago last Winter, by the aid of the Demo- 
crats, and the Territory has been Republican 
ever since. A case is now pending in the 
United States Supreme Court to test its consti- 
tutionality. 

A number of the Republicans are so anxious 
for Statehood that they are willing to forego 
the embodying of this oath igthe Constitution, 
fearing that it may: endanger the acceptance of 
the Constitution by the people and perhaps by 
Congress, but they are in a minority. 

The number of delegates to take part in the 
convention has been fixed at seventy-two. By 
to-morrow evening we shall know how they 
stand politically.

NEW-YORK. ARCHITECTS. 


MEMBERS QF THE LEAGUE VISIT AND 
INSPEOT THE TIMES BUILDING. 

The members of the Architectural League 
of New-York dined together last night at Mo- 
relli’s restaurant, 6 East Twenty-ninth-street. 
Nearly 100 persons were present. Russell Stur- 
gis, President of the League, presided, and 
among the others present were R. H. Rob- 
ertson, George Martin Huss, Francis Lathrop. 
Fred Orowninshield, Charles as Kay, John 
Beverly Robinson, Charles L Berg, Arthur B. 
Turpure, Mr. Clark, and Mr. Hazlitt. During 
the afternoon about one hundred members of 
the League had visite d THE Timks Building and 
been shown over it by Mr. Henry L 
Byer and Mr. Eawin A. Post, the archi- 


tect. After the dinner Mr. Crowninshield offered 

resolution, which was unanimously adopted, 
that the thanks of the League be tendered to 
Mr. George Jones for the invitation to the 
League to visit the building, and to Mr. Post 
for explaining the objects carried out in its con- 
struction. 

Mr, Charles de Kay delivered an address on 
“Ancient Irish Architecture,” which waa illus- 
trated by stereopticon views. Mr. de Kay 
showed the Cromlechs round stone huts on bee 
hive cells and te gi fortitications still to 
be found in freland, and said that they 
were built by @ people which ante- 
dated the Kelts and were probably like 
the Etruscans of Italy, the Turkic tribes of 
Asia, the Finns of Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden, and the Lapps of Russia, a part of the 
great Turanian family. The celebrated round 
towers of Ireland, though preserving some of 
the characteristi¢s of this earlier architecture, 
belong to a later period, probably the eighth or 
ninth centuries of the Christian era er 

The question of joining with the Society of 
American Artists and some other art organiza- 
tious in the construction of a building to be 
used exclusively by themselves was discussed 
at some length, but, though the general view 
Was favyorabic to the project, no definite ac- 
tion was taken. 

The controversy between Arthur B. Turnure 
and John Beverly Robinson arising out of criti- 
cisma of the latter by the former in the Art Age 
Was brought up by a resolution gered by Mr, 
Robinson to confirm the action of the Execu- 
tive Committee requesting Mr. Turnure 
to resign from the league, and in 
the event of his refusal te resign 
toexpel him. Mr. Robinson said he was not 
actuated by personal animosity, but he thought 
that no member who had access to the columns 

ta nevanspes should digcuss the affairs of the 
eague in those columns. te 
. Turnure said that he adhered to the prin- 
ciples he had advocated, but waa‘sdrry if he had 
used any words that gave offense to Mr. Robin- 
son, but as between resignation and expulsion, 
he would certainly let the matter go to the ex- 
tent of expulsion. The resolution was finally 
laid upon the table.

FOUNDLINGS IN RUSSIA. 
From the London Daily News, . 

According to official statements relating 
to the Russian foundling hospitals at St. Peters- 
burg and Moscow, about one million newly- 
born children have been given over to them 
during the last hundred years, most of them 
illegitimate. Of this largenumber nearly eight 
hundred thousand have died in the first months 
or first years of their existence! The well-known 
authority on statistics, Alexander ven Oettin- 
gen, who in his “Moral Statistics’ has treated 
of the state of things in these Russian hos- 
pitais, satirically calls it *-chrontscher Kinder- 
mord auf Staatskosten,” (chronic infanticide 
at the cost of the State”) Itisnow asser 
that the Russian Government intends to carry 
out a radical reorganization of both hospitals. 
Probably, says our St. Foterahuce correspond- 
ent, @ number of smaller foundling hospitals 
will be established in the provinces to take the 
place of the two large central hospitals, which 
now receive about 30,000 infants annually.

The report that Mrs. Charles MeFadden and 
Miss Maggie Moore had been drowned is a mis- 
take. They are in Philadelphia. The damage 
in this State is estimated all the way from one 


te five million dollars. Over sixty bridges are 
gone, among them the Shenandoah Valley Rail- 
road’sseventy-tive-thousani-dollar pridge across 
the Potomac. Telegfaphic communication with 
Western Maryland was secured to-day. . The re- 
sults surpass all expectation. ashington 
County is damaged over $150,000, Frederick 
County over $200,000, and Allegany. over 
$200,900. « 

At Cumberland the main streets were covered 
by four feet of water and all the railroads were 
greatly damaged,. the West Virginia Central 
being the heaviest loser. Many miles of tracks 
‘and four heavy iron bridges over the Potomac 
River were swept away. The loss will be enor- 
mous. 

Along the Potomac and the Chesapeake and 
Obie @anal the water was seven feet higher 
jthan was ever known before. Between forty 
and fifty heuses along these water courses wére 
sweptaway. Little Georgetown is annihilated, 
all the houses being gone. The big stone bridge 
across the Potomac at Shepherdstown is gone, 
and the large paper mill near that piace is dam- 
aged to the extent of $50,000. 

The home of Robert Connor, on Heater’s 
Island, was filied with water. He had seventy- 
five head of stock, including cows, horses, and 
sheep, and these wére all drowned and swept 
away. The house ef G. H. 0. Hickman got a 
little start and began te float. C. W. Mereer’s 
mill Was carried away. 

On the Virginia side several houses were float- 
ed off almost withuut any warning. The house 
of Tart Ridenbaugh, on the Loudon County 
shore, went sailing away, and a small store 
which Was opened jast Fali by Charles Stream 
was destroyed. 

At the Point of Rocks the people are camp- 
ing outin tents. At Harper’s Ferry eight lives 
were lost—six men andtwo women. They were 
in a house and were unable to get out before 
the water rosé on them. In the morning the 
watchers on the shore saw a@ skift come rapidly 
down the river. in it weré two men. hen 
under the bridge the skiff sank, the men threw 
up their hands, and were swept onward out of 
sight. The other two men lost their lives in at- 
tempting to oross the Baltimere and Ohio 
bridge. They fell into the rushing river and 
were lost. 

The tows of Berlin, midway between Point of 
Rocks and the ferry,is almost entirely gone. 
Horses and cattle are floating down the Potomac 
in large numbers. One of the herves along the 
Potomac was & colored man, Beb Ivory, who 
risked his life three times to save a family of 
four persons. He succeeded. 

Along the Susquehuyna the damage was 
great. The tide-water canal which runs from 
Havre de Grace to Wrightsville is a complete 
wreck. It was tne Reading Railroad’s outlet 
for coal to the Chesapeake Bay, and its loss will 
be serious. Overone hundred and fifty thou- 
sand loge and many million feet of lumber 
were swept down the Susquehanna into the 
Chesapeake, and the déprié coming from this 
and from other rivers are a danger to ali nav- 
igaticn. ; : 

All the Susquehanna fishermen are ruined by 
the flosd. Port Depesit and Havre de Grace 
were beth inundated. The Pennsylvaria West- 
ern traffic will probably comé over the Balti- 
more and Ohio tracks until it gets its lime across 
the devastated territory. ; 

The Philadelphia relief corps of physicians 
left for Johnstown to-night The Western 
Maryland Read bas improvised a line to Hagers- 
town by way of the Baltimere and Harrisburg 
Road.

The white Grand 
Army men cohsidér Edington’s speech to have 
been in bad taste, though many of them hold to 
the doctrine of white supremacy as firmly as 
he doos, but the negroes are as mad as hornets.

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DR. NANSEN IN GREENLAND. 


‘Dr. Nansofi has made further report 
of the experiences of his party in their 
journey across the Greenland 166. Before they 
got a landibg on the east coast they drifted for 
twelve daysin the ise in the boats in which’ 
they had been left by a Norwegian sealer. 
They strove hatd to roach the shore, but thrice, 
wheft on thé point of succeeding, were carrisd 
out again tosea. Fora whole day and night 
they expected to perish in the tremendous 
bréakets of the sea against the icerim. Dr 
Nihseii’s adcount of his adventures as it ap- 
pears in the London Daiity News contains tho 
following: 

“ After two days near the dréaded glacier of 
Puisortok, we mét a hative camp of about sev- 
enty tien, pars ef whoin were bound for the 
north. We wets giad of the meeting, and 
counted on valuable help from their knowledze 
‘ofthe currents on the coast. We were, how- 
ever, Siappcin tes, for indtead of taking the 
lead they let us break the ice, and contented 
themselves with following in our wake, Some. 
days after, having reached latitide 634°, some 
other natives who saw us.took to flight, thtnk- 
ing US sibsfiabiiral belngs, though we made 
signs that we wished to be good friends. 

“We took no brandy. At first it was warm in 
the daytiné, snd we walked abt fight; later we 
reversed the proceeding. At first there were 
peer. of Widé Grevites, And We had to bé con- 
stantly on the alert to prevent an accident. On 
the third day a downpour of rain commenced, 
which kept us in utit tent for three days) When 
we grocsodes Dv, drinking water wag to be had: 
We Wersd fo to mélt the snow for cooking 
purposes and for our tin bottles. \ 

“When we had aiterea our course wé gota 
side wind and rigg masts and sails on the 
sledges, made of we tent flooring and tar- 

uliis, The wind abating, we had to give up 
sailing and used our snowshoes and skates. The 
dfifting sow hampéred our progress, but the 
surface was still even like a fluor and the 


} ground still rose till at the beginning of Septem- 


ber we had cilthbed to a height of 9,000 fest. 
We were now on an extensive platean like a 
ffoz6n bea. W6 wére more that two weeks pass- 
ips over it. The cold was most severe, the 
thermometer falling below the scale, and as I 
calculaté no 16a6 than 50° below sefo cbnti- 
‘grade. One regents found that in the ther- 
motmeéeter under my pillow the Spirit had teseded 
belo w'40° into the ball. 

“On Sept. 7 asevere snowstorm nearly over- 
turned our tent, and on the next day we were 
overtaken by an awful drift. The tent was 
Peg abr! urled, and we had to dig it out. 
On the 19th there was again a favorable wind,’ 
aiid We lashed thé slédges together, ahd, as we 
used the sails, it was unnetsessary to pull: We 
held on tothe sledgés, standing on our snow- 
shoes as Wé fattled down the siopée at a splen- 
did rate. It was the pleasantest skating I ever 
had ib my life. The same afternoon we sighted 
the first hilltop on the western coast It was 
already dusk when we noticed a dark object 
ahead, and rubliig on we. discovered a fearful 
crevice, which brought us to a sudden stop. It 
was high time; we were already On the very 
edge, and in two seconds more we sliould have 
béei swallowéa up inthe bottomless abyss. 
We oaihe acfosA several more, and, iti spite of 
the greatest care, we had other hairbreadth es- 
capos: Once we Were withiti an ace of destruc- 
tion through a snow bridge falling.”

The wind was biowing a 
steady ten-knot breeze from the southeast— 

ust right for the Shamrock, it was thought. 

here was au uneomfortably heavy sea roll- 
ing, the result of the recent storms, but the 
yachts rode it gracefully. Mr. Iselin’s Titania 
sailed down the bay to see the start, but was 
a mile astern when it was made. There were 
on beard the Electra, besides those mentioned, 
Messrs. H. B. Hollins, R. M. Young, Isaac 
Townsend, A. M. Green, Robert Venter, and F. 
W. J. Hurst. Superintendent Olsen of the New- 
York Yacht Club Was on board the tug E. 
Luckenbach, which towed the racing yachts to 
the starting place and then proceeded to wimd- 
ward to measure off the Gourse. 

The preparatory signal was fired at 11:45 A, 
M., when the b#ats took positions behind the 
starting point—an imaginary line between the 
Electra and the lightship. Ten minutes later 
the starting gun sounded, and Mr. Maxwell, 
who was at the wheel of the Shamrock, had 
tiniéd the signals so that he was already mak- 
ing for the liné on the starboard tack. 

The Katrina followed him, being under the 
management of Capt. Berry, and both yachts 
started away on the starbeard tack as they had 
turnéd the lightship, with the Shamrock a few 
lengths in advauce. They carried mainsail, 
working topsail, forestaysail, jib and jib topsail. 
About five minutes after the start the Sham- 
reck came about, the Katrina following at once. 
They were giick in stays and got away on the 
port tack admirably, but had not sailed on that 
tack more thah five minutes When the Sham- 
reck came about again, and the Katriaa fol- 
lowed her example. It was quite evident from 
that time that the race belonged to thé Katrina. 
She began to sail closer to the wind and faster 
thati her rival. Her designer, Mr. A. Cary 
Smith, was aboard, and must have been grati- 
fied at the way she behaved. 

At 12:39 the Shamrock eamé about again, and 
the Katrina did the same thirty seconds later, 
hayitig inoré than made up her handicap of ons 
minute and eleven seconds time allowance. The 
Katrina went to windward of Sandy Hook 
Lightship by @ quarter of a mile while the Sliani- 
rock passed to leeward of it a short distance, 
At 1:35 both Came about simultaneously, and 
the Katrina aid not change her course untilshe 
turned the stakeboat. The Shamrock, however 
was compelled to make another tack, but turned 
the stakeboat closer than the Katrina.. The latter 
shiled a quarter of a mile further to Windward 
than was necessary. Asshe turned, her spin- 
naker boom Was lowéred into place, and she no 
soonef was headed toward home than her spin- 
naker was spread and caughtthe breeze. Soon 
her balloon jibtopsail was set, and away shoe 
sailed home like a bird. Mr. Maxwell was slow 
about bringiig into use his spinnaker after 
turning the outside mark. He did not alter his 
head sails in the rnn with the wind, and on the 
sail to Winidwatd he was beaten 14 minutes and 
56 seconds, aud on the sail home 4 minutes and 
24 seconds. The sail before thé wind was with- 
out special interest. Mr. Maxwell handied the 
Shamrock well and worked hard to hold down 
his Geféeat to as short a time as possible. By 
actual time the Katrina won by 19 minutes 20 
seconds; correéted time 18 minutés 9 seconds. 

An interesting phase of the day was the way 
the Titania picked tp thé yachts in the race 
atter the start. She appeared to do better than 
either of them, and it willbe a great race when 
she meéts the Katrina.

NOTHS ABOUT NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


Gaal lanai : 
The work on the machinery for the Con- 


dora and Bennington had 60 far ad vanoed that 
the Quintard iron Works Was able last week to 
ship to Chester, Penn., the full complement of 
boilers with one set of engines for the Benning- 
ton cruiser. The vuilerd word fully tested be- 
fore loaving the shops, and on arriving at the 
ship yard will be at ones placed aboard the ves- 
sel, Yesterday tho first set of boilers for the 
Concérd were béing transported from the shops 
for shipment, and the remaining set will follow 
48 soon as thé test upon them is Cotaptsteys 9 

The tést to which the boilers were subjected 
was a hydraulic one, the pressure being in 
each instance 50 per cont. moré than the boiler 
would be required to stand in actual, service. 
THO test Was very satisfactory. Chief Engineer 
Raiph Ashton, United States Navy, one of the 
tour engineer officers doing duty at the gulnterd 
Iron Wotks, has been détailed Bupérvise the 
erection of the boiler and machinery at Chester, 

The hulls of the Convord 4nd Bennington are 
nearly éompleted, especially that of the Con- 
cord. The stage of tha work on the yetels 
themselves will not affedt the placing of the 
machinery, since the hulis can be builf up and 


‘around while the machinery is being placed. It 


has been the intention of the Quintard peopiv 
all along to mount the machinery before the 
launching of the vessels. It appears to be as- 
sumed that the two cruisers will be slipped from 
théir stocks abottt the last of Juty. Théy will 
then be brought to this port and receive their 
viner work, whieh has been contracted for by a 

éw-York man, It will be well along into the 
Fall, it is safe to predict, before the two cruis- 
éts will be ready for their official trial trips.

. Bennington, has furnished one complete set, 


This will most likely be placed with the machin- 
ery alfeady sent on. 


Regarding the new gunboat Petrel nothing 
further is known than that sie has had not only 
a dock trial, but a preliminary trial in the bay. 


Reports of this latter trial say that she maile 
17 knots an hour under 115 revolutions per 
minute,.an impossible performance, considering 
the piteh of her screw. Névertheless, good re- 
ports are expected of the little Petrel when she 
does go on Official trial, though up to date she 
is very far behind time, She is classed\ among 
twelve-knot vessels, but the Columbia Iron 
Works ppople aré reported a8 hopeful of getting 
her up to 15 knets, 


Tnere has been considerable comment among 
navy enginesrs regarding the Charleston since 
she went on her first trial. They all express 


surprise at the manverin whieh Mr, Scott of 
the Union Iroh Works conducted the test, the 
general opinion being that he was at fault'in 
not having given the cruiser at least three pre- 
liminary trials at sea before dédlaring her 
ready for the official test. As it was, the 
Charleston passed outof Golden Gate witha 
crew of firemen unaceustomed bo thé handling 
of furnaces under stitch conditions as were im- 
posed by the test. The Namiva-Kan, the 
prototype of the Charleston, had nineteen sep- 
arate trials before the speed ani horsé power 
development was obtained, which 14 now placed 
to her eredit. United States navy engineers are 
by no méans realy to colisider the Charleston a 
failure. On the contrary, they consider that she 
has devéloped most adinirable qualities, but 
they feel like criticising Mr. Seott for not hav- 
ing given the veSsei 80me chance for prepara- 
tion, which would undoubtedly have enabléd 
her to make a magnificent showing afterward. 


The Galéna, flagship of the North Atlantic 
station, recently returtned from the West In- 
dies, is stilllying at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 


Itis not known as yet what disposition will be 
made of this véssel during thé Summer, as she 
is in need of extensive repairs. It is believed, 
however, that with slight refitting she could be 
kept on the active list for séveral months. Just 
what condition the hull is in cannot be de- 
termined until the Vessel is dééked, and this 
will probably be effécted as soon as the Atlanta 
is hauled out of the basin. The Galena is in 
need of tiew boilers, though her machinery, it 
is understood, ia in fairly good oundition, A 
buard of survey is to bs ordered on the Véssel 
ina few dsys. The resultef the board’s fina- 
on will determine the immediate future of the 
Galena. 


It has leaked out lately among many officers 


‘ that the experiments whieh Dr. Jackson carried 


on some time ago with a Vessel operated by 
hydraulic propulsion had fot succumbed 60 
completely as some persons have been ready to 
believe. The doctor was found yesterday in a 
machine shop suffoiidéd by Assistants, his 
sleeves rolled up, and hard at work. Hoe said 
that ie was now spending $10,000 a weék in 
the perfecting ofhis ideas, His new vessel, the 
Evolution, is at present on’ the stoeks, ana will 
bé ready for launching in the course of two or 
three weeks. Further than this the doctor was 
disinclined to sty anything fér the public. 


Several experimental shots were fired yestor- 
day from the pneumatic gun at Fort Lafayette, 
but no importance, as far as can be learned, 


Was attached to the firing. It was the inten- 
tion of the Pneumatic Dynamite Gun people to 
move the two guns now at Fort Lafayette to 
Sandy Hook, and get them in place before the 
completion of the guns at present under con- 
struction at the West Point foundry. As the 
contract with the Government calls for the 
supply of two new air reservoirs, the one now 
at Fort Lafayette coula not be &tilized, and it 
has accordingly been deemed by the company 
unaddvisabis to mount any of the guns before 
the reservoirs are in readiness to be placed with 
them. The new joint for the centre gun of the 
Vestivius has been placed ahd the gun is now 
ready for service. The old joint was destroyed 
by thé firing of a plug with the lower socket 
notin place. Had the shell been a loaded one 
it would undotibtedly have explodéd, tearing 
the vessel to pieces. 


Although the general impression was current 
that Capt. Talinski had received his appoint- 
ment as military attaché to Russia béfore sail- 


ing, such now appears to be untrue, anf some 
persons are led to believe that the death of 
Allen Thorndike Rica will cause the recall of 
Capt. Lalinski. From friends of the Captain 
it is understood that he lad positive assur- 
ancé from the department beforé sailing that 
his appointment would be forthcoming, and, 
although he left for Kurope mainly for pisas- 
ure and rest, he also went prepared, if neces- 
sary, to stay. 





A NEW BLOUK ISLAND MANSION. 

BLock ISLanD, R. L, June 3.—Bloek Island 
has hitherto been the home of a large hotel 
population in Summer, but now the cottages 
are beginning to make themselves manifest 
here. Several how villas were built during the 
past Winter, and a feature of the north end of 
the island now, one that attracts universal at- 
tention from both sea and shoré, is the fine pri- 
vate residence of Mr. and Mrs. E. F. Searle, 

Mr. Searle, who was a Boston architect, mar- 
ried the widow of Mark Hopkins, the Pacific 
Railroad magnate and millionaire, Their Sum- 
mer residence here stands in 4 commanding 
position half a mile south.of Clay Head Bluffs 
and a tile north of Crescent Bathing 
Beach. lt 1s 150 yatds from the sea, and was 
designed by Architect Henry Vaughn of Boston. 
The hotise is of the old colonial style, two-stories 
high, with a square Watch tower in the roof of 
the main building, on which is adome supported 
by pilasters. The basement contains a cis- 
tern that will hold 15,000 gallons of water. 
The main builaing méssures 70 by 100 fest, and 
a large wing on the west contains accommoda- 
tions for six servants. 

The main entrance to the house on the east 
front opens directly on the great hall, which, 
after the Southern style of architecture, runs 
directly through the building. On the north 
side of the hallis the parlor, and on the south 
the dining room. In the centre of the hall 
under the dome 18 @ stairway which ascends a 
square well with landings at eaeh corner until 
it has paseed through the square tower whieh 
forms the picture gallery. Then it takes an 
octagonal form to accomodate itself to the shape 
of thedome, This stairway is of solid mahog- 
any. Wide verandas and porches surroand 
the house on every side. The whole building~ 
inside ana outside is being finished in slear 
white pine panels, and painted anivory white 


The architectural éffect is very striking.

“broken dam. This man declares that the 
‘dam had long been in a bad condition, and 
that he had repeatedly given warning that 
‘it was liable to break away under any un- 
usual pressure. He had not only called 
the attention of the owners to its con- 
dition, but had gone to the Mayor of 
Johnstown about it, who had promised 
to have experts sent to examine the dam 
and to appeal to the State authorities if 
‘neccessary to have its safety assured. All 
the warnings had been practically un- 
heeded, and the Mayor had done nothing 
to preventa possible calamity. Thousands 
of lives and millions of property have ap- 
parently been sacrificed by sheer reckless- 
ness and neglect. Even the doomed peo-, 
ple had been warned of their danger, but, 
‘having ne power to avert it and not know- 
ing when it might come upon them, they 


“went on their way until they were over- 


rwhelmed by the disaster. 


It may be that the number of the vic- 
tims of the Conemaugh flood will be in- 


’ creased by the pollution of the water sup- 


ply of Pittsburg and Allegheny City. 
These towns have a population of 350,000, 
and the water used by them is taken from 
the Allegheny River. No stream was ever 
more dangerously polluted than this river 
has been or soon will be, for it has received 
an enormous quantity of cesspool filth from 
the ruinea towns and must soon be poi- 
soned by the decaying bodies of the 
dead that will not be recovered. 
There is abundant proof that from 
such causes epidemics arise, The death 
rate of citieson the Ohio below Pittsburg 


} that take water from that river, into which 


the sewage of Pittsburg is discharged, has 
repeatedly been used as an argument against 
the use of polluted water, but now the two 
cities at the junction of the Allegheny and 
Monongahela will be exposed to conditions 
far more dangerous than those to which the 
cities below them have been subjected. If 


the authorities can induce citizens to 


boil all the water used, this will fur- 
nish some _ protection, in the light 
afforded by the teachings of modern sanita- 
tion, the advice of the physicians that 
the great mass of wrecked houses at Johns- 
town, with hundreds of dead bodies in and 
under it, should be permitted to burn, was 
required for the protection of the living, 
although it is not surprising that it aroused 
the indignation of those who longed to re- 
cover the mangled bodies of their relatives 
and friends. © 








THE SUFFERERS AND THE RESPON- 
SIBILITY. 


In this city, as in other cities and towns 
throughout the country, curiosity to learn 
the extent and:the details of the Cone- 
maugh disaster has given place to the wish 
to help the sufferers. The call issued 
by Mayor GRANT was generously responded 
to, and before nightfall yesterday many 
thousands of dollars had been subscribed 
to provide food and shelter for the home- 
less thousands of the desolated valley. 
Mr. JaMES GORDON BENNETT cabled a sub- 
scription of $2,000, Col. Exxior F, SHEp- 
AED subscribed $5,000, and the members of 
his family made generous contributions. 
-Mr. D. B. K1nG, in addition to subscribing 
$1,000, offered to send to Johnstown, 
at his own expense, an engineer and 1,000 
workmen to aid in the task of making the 
city once mere habitable. Gov. Hitt, by 
proclamation, called upon the people of the 
cities and towns in the State ‘to aid in the 
humane work. Gov. ForaKER of Ohio has 
sent tents and his State has sent money. 
The Prosident has made known his deep 
porsonal sympathy with the sufferers and 
his wisk to employ, so far as_ he 
may, his official powers to allevi- 
ate the horrors of the disaster. 
From Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, from 
cities in the North and the South, in the 
East and the West, come reports of the 
raising of relief funds. Nothing that a 
sympathetic and generous people,can do to 
provide for the needs of those upon whom 
this unexampled disaster has fallen will be 
forgotten or omitted. 

We do not yet know, and we never shall 
know with any approach to accuracy, how 
many human beings were swept away by 
the flood. We know only that they aro 
numbered by thousands, and that no pre- 
vious recorded disaster from the giving way 
of an artificial reservoir has been attended 
by so terrible a loss of life. The blame and

up. The dam appears to have been 
‘rather less than three hundred feet 
long and séventy feet high. Of the 


reported, noris the name of the engineer 
‘who planned it revealed. Judging from its 
dimensions it must have been a masonry 
dam, and from the data now at hand we 
‘may say with positiveness that it was a 
dam which should never have been built. 
No ‘waterspout,” no “cloud-burst,” no 
cyclone, earthquake, or other overmas- 
“tering convulsion of nature released the 
waters contained by the dam. A heavy 
and unusual rainfall upon the region tribu- 
‘tary to the lake filled its bed until the 
water rose above the top of thedam and 
overflowed. Masonry dams are not built 
or intended to withstand such a test. 
Whenever the waters they contain rise to 
the point of overflow they are doomed. 
The dam maintained above Johnstown 
by the fishermen of Pittsburg furnished 
no exception to this well-known rule. 
At. 2 o’clock on Friday afternoon the 
water of the lake broke over the crest of 
the dam, at 3 o’clock the dam gave way, 
and at 4 o’clock the lake was empty. Its 
tons upon tons of water had swept down 
through the valley, crushing out the busy 
life of a prosperous, industrial community. 

The horrors of the Mill River and the 
Worcester floods have been repeated, many 
‘times magnified, in this latest catastrophe. 
Men do not lack for warnings; they lack 
only in precautions against such visita- 
tions. There are scores of valleysin the 
manufacturing regionsof the country that 
are exposed to asimilar peril. Johnstown 
was not without its warning prophets 
of disaster. Its people scoffed at them 
or ignored their warnings. Other com- 
munities have been indifferent to visible 
dangers of the same nature, and are to- 
day indifferent to them. Most of them will 
,continue to be indifferent until it is too 
late for remedies or for prudence. But no 
community can now remain in ignorance of 
the dangers that beset it if it lie below an. 
artificially-imprisoned body of water not 
provided with means of outflow and deliv- 
erance, far within the “factor of safety” 
of the containing dam. 


THE NEXT STEP IN MUNICIPAL’ 
REFORM. 

There have been various suggestions of 
late, mostly in the form of “letters to the 
editor,” to the effect that Mayor GRANT is 
engaged in constructing a powerful Tam- 
many machine by means of his appoint- 
ments to office, and that it shows the dan- 
ger of concentrating power and responsi- 
bility in the Mayor’s hands. The apparent 
inference is that some check upon the ap- 
pointing power is needed, though nobody, 
so faras we have observed, has been bold 
enough to suggest a restoration tothe Board 
of Aldermen of the right toconfirm. We 
do not regard Mayor GRANT’s course asin 
any sense a demonstration of the failure of 
the reform adopted in 1884. The alterna- 
tive that has been brought upon us by the 
circumstances and the result of the last 
election was fully considered by the 
advocates of the change then made. While 
it was maintained that centring the re- 
sponsibility inthe Mayor alone would tend 
to induce the people to be careful in their 
choice of that officer, and to make him 
careful in the exercise of the power con- 
fided to him because he would be held to a 
strict account, it was admitted that a 
strong political organization might get 
command of the situation and try to use 
it for its own benefit. But in that case, 
it was argued, the people would have to 
take the consequences of their own action 
in permitting such a result, and would learn 
valuable lessons thereby. 


We do not believe that the election of a 
Tammany Mayor is going to produce any 
worse results on account of the power and 
responsibility that rest upon him. In fact, 
if he were compelled to dicker with the 
Board of Aldermen or with any other con- 
firming power that it would be practicable 
to set up, it is pretty certain that the conse- 
quences would be much worse than they 
are likely to be under the present system. 
It was that system of direct responsi- 
bility that forced Tammany to put up 
a candidate who was generally believed 
to be exceptionally respectable and honest, 
and that forced the candidate to pledge 
himself to make appointments’ solely with 
reference to the good of the public service. 
lf he is not keeping his promises, it is only 
a demonstration of the futility of expecting 
independent and upright action from a 
Mayor chosen by. Tammany and under the 
control of its leaders. Notwithstanding 
the.slowness of the people in learning by 
political experience, it will not be without 
effect and will make it more difficult for 
Tammany to repeat the success which was 
attained through an unusual combinaton of 
circumstances. We do not believe that the 
organization will gain strength for future 
contests by any abuse of the Mayor’s power 
in its behalf. On the contrary, we believe 
that it will be a source of weakness, and 
that it would have been better, not only for 
the Mayor, but for the organization which 
he represents, if he had been permitted to 
fulfill his pledges in good faith. In so far 
as he has violated his promises, the Mayor 
has takea the surest means of effecting an 
overthrow of the power which Tammany 
‘was permitted to grasp last Fall. 

But the most valuable lesson to be de- 
rived from the last municipal election, and 
one which is. more likely to be turned to 
account in consequence of its evil results, 
is that the reform of 1884 was incomplete. 
The chief hope of its advocates was that it

: personal tadoneiiase, It was intended 
to promote the#emancipation of mu- 
nicipal administration from partisan 
control. lt was even then recognized that 
another step was necessary to make sure of 
this result, and that was the separation of 
municipal elections from those which inev- 
itably involve party considerations and ex- 
cite party feeling. The necessity of this 
step has now been clearly demonstrated, 
and it will be easier to take it than if the 
necessity were not made so plain. 
Tammany could not have elected its 
Mayor last November but for the complica- 
tions and combinations of the general elec- 
‘tion, because there would have been only 
one candidate with any considerable fol- 
lowing pitted against it. Either there 
would have been no Republican candidate 
nominated or he would have drawn a com- 
paratively small number of votes from the 
citizens’ ticket. ERHARDT was nominated 
to afford the basis for trading and to 
help the Electoral ticket of his party, 
and in the political excitement he 
‘was supported by thousands who un- 
der ordinary circumstances would have 
voted with reference to securing the best 
Mayor for the city. What is needed to 
complete the reform begun five years ago, 
and to make the plan of centring respon- 
sibility in the Mayor successful, is the hold- 
ing of the municipal election by itself, 
either by having it in the Spring or by so 
changing the Constitution as to have local 
elections and general elections in alternate 
years, The latter may be more difficult to 
attain, but it would be the better method. 








THE VIRGINIA MORAL. 


It will be seen by Washington dis patches 
this morning that the President has con- 
cluded to listen to a committee of the oppo- 
nents of MAHONE on the subject of the dis- 
tribution of Federal offices in Virginia. In- 
vitations have been sent out for a confer- 
ence on Tuesday next. In the meantime, it 
is reported by the gentlemen who assembled 
in Washington last week and made a vain 
attempt to get a hearing from the Presi- 
dent, that the offices continue to be given 
to MAHONE’s favorites, and that the in- 
dorsement of the ex-Senator and actual 
“boss” is avowedly required to secure any 
attention whatever in the various depart- 
ments. One citizen of Virginia, Mr. 
AGNEW, a business man of high stand- 
ing, an active Republican, but not an office 
seoker or an office broker, took what would 
appear to be the very fair and honorable 
course of. securing a definite expression of 
preference from the Republicans of his part 
of the State as to appointments in their 
own neighborhood, and with this certified 
he presented the names at Washington only 
to be told that it would be necessary to get 
in addition (or instead) the indorsement of 
Mr. MAHONE. He indignantly abandoned 
the whole business and has lost most of his 
interest in Republican politics in Virginia. 

Noristhis the only bad aspect of the 
Virginia case. Gentlemen who are unwill- 
ing to wear the collar of MAHONE report 
that they have been promised certain ap- 
pointments by Mr. CLARKSON, the Assistant 
Postmaster General, and when they did 
not get them, and others were made dic- 
tated by MAHONE, they have been assured 
by Mr. CLARKSON that he was very sorry, 
but was helpless, as the President had in- 
sisted on the course that was taken. On 
the other hand, this statement being re- 
ported to the President, he had denied that 
he had made any such requirements of Mr. 
CLARKSON—a case of conflicting statements 
exactly parallel to that that was reported 
by the Indiana politicians as existing be- 
tween Mr. HARRISON and Mr. NoBLE, his 
Secretary of the Interior. We have al- 
ready pointed out that it is impossible 
for an intelligent observer of politics to 
feel any profound interest in the Virginia 
fight or in the Indiana fight or in the va- 
rious others that have arisen under this 
Administration, because neither side is con- 
tending forthe rights of the people, and 
both are struggling for the same selfish end. 
Butitis worth noting that in the Virginia 
case, as in that of Indiana, the ordinary 
rules of party politics as to the division of 
the spoils have obviously been disregarded, 
and the only plausible explanation of the 
course of the President is that he is seeking 
his own personal advantage. There is no 
justification in the practice of any party or 
in the views professed by Mr. HARRISON 
himself for the favors shown to MAHONE. 
He is not a Senator or Representative from 
his State; he is opposed by several of the 
Republican Representatives; his authority 
in the politics of the State was rejected by 
the National Convention; he was opposed 
to the nomination of Mr. HARRISON at Chi- 
cago. ‘ 
Under these conditions MAHONE can 
have no claim on the Administration un- 
less it be that gratitude which is a lively 
appreciation of favors to be conferred. Mr. 
HARRISON is not rewarding him for the 
past, but securing him forthe future. He 
is not. seeking to build up the Republican 
Party in Virginia, but to lay the founda- 
tions of a Harrison Party in that State. He 
is violating every decent convention gov- 
erning the use of offices for party purposes, 
and is prostituting the appointing power 
to his own persenal gain. If that be net 
the explanation of his conduct itis simply 
inexplicable. In the pursuit of this ignoble 
game he has become involved in an issue of 
veracity—and not for the first time in the 
brief period for which he has been 
in power—with high officials of his 
own selection. It is not an _  in- 
spiriting or flattering spectacle that 
the President of the United States thus 
presents, but it is one for the description of 
which we are indebted to men of his own 
party who have learned, to their cost, ex- 
actly what itis. Bad as itisfor the reputa- 
tion of Mr. HARRISON, it is even worse for 
the American people, for it is the logical 
and almost inevitable consequence of the 
spoils system that they tolerate. That sys- 
tem has injured the fair fame of more than 
one President of recent times. It earned 
for the lamented Grant the only unfavora- 
ble judgment passed on his public charac- 
ter; it involved Mr. GARFIELD in the most 
unfortunate complications, from which his 
tragic death alone saved his reputation,

A TEST OF HUMANITY, 


It is an old and a true remark that the 
stress of sudden peril and calamity brings 
outatonce the best and the werst of human 
nature. It isin times of danger by flood 
and fire, a8 it is on the field of battle, that 
heroism and poltroonery, self-sacrifice and 
shameless greed, are seen side by side, 
There is scarcely a famous shipwreck which 
does not offer an inspiring figure that 
WALTER Scotr would have loved to draw, 
and a wretch in whom Swirt would have 
delighted. An earthquake is perhaps the 
only form of calamity that. seems to oblit- 
erate for the moment the moral differences 
in men and women., In this, until the dan- 
ger is overpast, all are equally menaced by 
it, precautions are alike impossible and 
futile, help is out of the question, sacrifice 
is unavailing, courage and cewardice are 
the same, 

In the disaster of Cinatmang’s, the most 
destructive to which the annals of this 
country bear witness, the extent of the 
calamity creates a confusion that has thus 
far rendered any coherent account of it 
impossible. The cause is known; the 
effect can be seen. But what took place 
during the conversion of the valley of the 
Conemaugh from a series of thriving and 
busy villages to a scene of wreck and ruin, 
there are not a thousand'persons left alive 
who could fully or rightly tell even if their 
recollections could all be collated and a 
lished. 

But enough is known from the scattered 
details that have been assembled to show 
that here also the best and the worst elements 
of humanity have again asserted them- 
selves. The disaster at Mill River in 1874, 
trivial as in its results it was compared 
with the later flood, was singularly like it 
in the origin and progress of the devasta- 
tion. It offered, too, the same picturesquely 
heroical incident of a horseman galloping 
ahead of the toppling wave that: led the 
mass of waters to signal its coming. In 
each case the warning was received with 
disbelief by the people for whose benefit the 
rider was giving it at the imminent 
risk of his life, while he could easily 
and surely have saved himself.: It is 
rather a sorry commentary upon the in- 
centive of ‘‘fame” to heroism that for some 
time it was disputed whether the hero of 
the Mill River disaster was the actual hero 
or a® man who was merely running out of 
the way of danger on his own account, 
while the name of the hero of Conemaugh 
is not yet known, and may never be known 
at all, It is plain enough that the motive 
that led one man to risk and another to 
sacrifice his life was not the desire of fame, 
but the simple impulse of humanity. 

On the other hand, the revelation of hu- 
man baseness that has followed the Cone- 
maugh disaster is almost beyond belief. 
Pillaging the bodies of the victims of such 
a disaster isa crime so ghoulish and inhu- 
man that it is scarcely consolatory to have 
it proved that itis at least not American. 
The robbery of the dead has been on many 
European battlefields the regular and per- 
haps the not unnatural sequel. of the con- 
flict. But that just after a calamity thag. 
had threatened all some should be 
piously searching for the corpses of the 
victims to give them reverent burial, while 
others were searching for them to pillage 
them, and dismembering bodies to despoil 
them of ornaments, is a story more horrible 
than the story of the disaster itself. It 
would, after all, be felt as a disgrace by all 
Americans if any American man or woman 
had been detected in this inhuman 
crime, whiie we may also _ boast 
with justice that the grim and sudden 
retribution that overtook some of the 
spoilers was peculiarly American. No 
doubt the foundations of society must be 
shaken and the bonds of order loosened 
when an ofiicer of the law directs and takes 
part in the summary execution of persons 
whose crime, legally considered, is simply 
robbery. But it woula have. been still 
more disgraceful if the wretches who were 
engaged in an outrage so dastardly that it 
ennobles murder by comparison’ had not 
been visited upon the spot with the pun- 
ishment alone adequate to their offense. 


THE SILENT TICKERS. 


For two business days the financial world 
has been deprived of the prompt and con- 
tinuous telegraphic reports of sales and 
prices on the New-York Stock ‘Exchange to 
which it had become accustomed and by 
which it had been guided. The effect of 
the sudden paralysis of so important a part 
of our modern financial machinery has been 
to substitute confusion and embarrassment 
for order and freedom in the transaction of 
such Exchange business as does not begin 
and end with the brokers themselves, to 
discourage buying and selling by those 
to whom the 2 Exchange brokers look 
for orders and commissions, and to shake 
public confidence in the good sense of the 
Exchange’s Governing Committee. It ap- 
pears that the ticker service was discontin- 
ued by this committee without warning and 
before the committee had made any ar- 
rangement for the resumption of it or for 
the substitution of any new service that 
should supply the demang. A great major- 
ity of the brokers appear to have believed 
at first,that their committee could not have 
taken this action without having made 
ample provision for replacing the facilities 
so suddenly withdrawn, but some o%-.then 
are now inclined fo question +’ a.zisd a. 
of these Governors. 

Officers of the Excnange ands members of } 
the Governing Cemmittee declared yester- . 
day that the blow was aimed only at the 
bucket shops, That these shops are a great 
evil will not be denied, but will the public 
believe that the committee’s motives were 
philanthropic and that its sole design-was 
to promote the moral welfare of the com- 
munity? We do not think that the bro- 
kers of the Exchange will take this view of 
the matter, although all of them may have 
the moral welfare of the community at beart. 
Butif it was the committee’s intention to 
suppress bucket shops in order that the 
commission business of the Exchange might 
be increased, it has ‘blundered. There is 
no Exchange business to be gained ‘by the

their agents. Complaint.is made in some 
quarters that the sudden action of the Gov-4J: 
erning Committee has checked a promising 
bull movement in stocks, and thus dis- 
turbed plans of considerable importance. 
To allay the growing dissatisfaction of 


system will soon be againin use, but it does 
not appear that plans for a resumption of 
the service have been matured. 

The committee’s action seems to have 
been based upon the assumption that the 
quotations which show the market value 
of the enormous investments in American 
railroad and other securities are the pri- 
vate property of the brokers themselves, 
and may properly be withheld by the Ex- 
change from the public. But the brokers 
do not make these quotations. If an in- 
vestor or speculator desires to sell a thou- 
sand shares of stock, and a broker acting 
as his agent finds on the Exchange another 
broker representing some one who is will- 
ing to buy the same, the quotatien is 
made by the buyer, or by the seller and 
buyer in agreement, and not by the 
agents who make the transfer. Is the 
quotation the private property of the two 
brokers or of the Exchange, or does it be- 
long to the men who sell or buy the stock? 
It will be difficult to convince the public 
that the Exchange is a kind of club whose 
members may control or own the quota- 
tions of stock sold by outside men for 
whom they work on commission. Even if 
the Exchange should have a legal right 
so to control the quotations, if would be 
unwise for it to exercise the right. Sucha 
course would surely repel the public and 
decrease the brokers’ earnings. 

This silencing of the tickers will direct 
attention to the fact that enormous credit 
transactions have come te depend upon the 
prompt, continuous, and unprejudiced re- 
ports of those dealings en the Exchange 
that fix the values of a great line of invest- 
ments. Banks and great loaning houses 
hold enormous quantities of railroad and 
other stocks as collateral, and the value of 
this collateral and the safety margin in 
loaning upon it have been indicated 
from hour to hour and from day to day by 
the trusted and trustworthy telegraphic 
record always accessible. In these days of 
rapid intercommunication of }méws slight 
fluctuations in market, values cannot safely 
be ignored, and delays in reporting the 
transactions by which these values are de- 
termined may cause considerable disturb- 
ance and loss. Now that financial opera- 
tions have come to depend upon this record, 
no action of the Stock Exchange Govern- 
ing Committee can cause it to be abandoned. 
The business world will not give it up. It 
cannot afford to be deprived of it, and if the 
Stock Exchange shail not furnish such a 
record, it will be procured in some other 
way. But if the business world cannot 
afford to lese it, neither can the Exchange 
afford to discontinue it, and we presume. 
that the brokers now see this clearly. 








The Argentine Republic has for many 
years been pushing immigration, until now 
it seems to have got quite as much of it as 
it can handle. Ite statistics show that dur- 
ing the last thirty years it has received 
from this source an enormously greater in- 
crease of population than any other country 
in South America. Asis generally known, 
Italy has furnished by far the larger part of 
this supply ; in fact, about two-thirds of the 
aggregate. But of late years the Argentine 
agents have been busy in many countries, 
and with such success that some of these in 
Great Britain and Ireland have received or- 
ders from Buenos Ayres to limit the ship- 
ments of emigrants to a fixed number per 
month. The prospects are that 370,000 
immigrants will be added to the population 
during the present year, and when some 
time ago 2,000 came in one day from Ire- 
land alone it was thought best to check a 
little the rush from that quarter. Under 
the steady drain on the public lands, as 
offered by the colonization hgents, these 
are fast being taken up, and real estate 
values increase. Out of all this will at 
length, no doubt, come a great future for 
the Argentine Republic, with its variety of 
skilled industries and its ample supply of 
labor. 


Retirement, like promotion, in the army, 
is very slow. ‘There are now about fifty 
officers, who, having been duly examined 
by boards and reported for withdrawal 
from the active list, are patiently awaiting 
their turns, since the number of retirements 
allowed -by law is limited. And these 
turns, too, do not follow chronologically, 
on the principle of first como, first served. 
The question of how promotions to the 
vacancies thereby created will be effected 
is an element taken into consideration. 
This, too, has i's various points of view. 
The Secretary -° War recently made a 
selection of an infantry Captain for retire- 
ment which indicated that, in looking at 
the resulting promotion, he gave more 
weight to total length of service than to 
length of service as First Lieutenant. A 
Captain who had been recommended for 
retirement, and whose First Lieutenant 
had served longest, but was not senior in 
his existing commission, was chosen for 
that purpose instead of another Captain. 
also awaiting retirement, whose First 


attempt to even up former inequalities 
created under our system of company pro- 
motions. It seems hard to have so many 
officers awaiting retirement after competent 
beards have pronounced them no longer fit 
for active service. It has sometimes been 
urged that the lists shouid be cleared by a 
temporary enlargement of the limit; but 
Congress has not yet been willing to adopt 
that remedy.

RELIEF FROM NEW-JERSEY. 
Mayor Cleveland of Jersey City has issued 
a call fora public meeting to be held this even- 
ing for the purpose of raising funds for the re- 
lief of the sufferers. A committee was organ- 
ized in the Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon 
to prepare for active work. The meeting will 


be hela at the Academy of Music. The Jersey 
City Board of Trade, throagh its Treasurer, has 
solicited subscriptions for the sufferers. 


At Elizabeth a proclamation has been issued 
py Mayor Joseph H. Grier appealing to the peo- 
ple to give prompt assistance to the sufferers 


by the floods. The Mayor designates places 
where contributions of money or clothing can 
be sent and urges the charitably disposed to 
make all haste in furnishing ‘succor to the dis- 
tressed inhabitants of the stricken region. The 
pastors of city churches have also appealed to 
tneir flocks to render all the ald they can. 


Mayor Van Cleef of New-Brunswick called a 
meeting atthe Opera House in that city last 
night, which was largely attended. In response 


to a telegram from the Johnstown Relief Com- 
mnittee, measures were taken to send on to 
Pennsylvania money and clothing. Adaressea 
were delivered py prominent citizens and com- 
mittees were appointed to take charge of va- 
rious branches of “the work. Goodwill Council 
took measures to aid the members of the Junior 
American Mechanics of the flooded district. 
There are many councils of the order in that 
part of Pennsylvania. 

At Trenton the Mayor issued a proclamation 
for a meeting of citizens last night to .take 
action with respect to the Johnstown sufferers, 
The Board of Trade rooms were crowded in re- 
sponse to the call. Dr, Cornelius Shepherd pre- 
sided. After several addresses were made, the 
list was opened, and subscriptions poured in to 
the amount of nearly $2,000. Subscriptions 
will also be received to-day. A great deal of 
clothing has been tendered and will be prompt- 
ly shipped.

THE COUNTRY RESPONDS. 


THE WORK OF RELIEF BEING RAPIDLY 
ORGANIZED. 

People in all parts of the country have 
been quick to anticipate and respond to the in- 
evitable demand for relief for the shelterless 
victims of the disaster inthe hour of their dire 
extremity, and trains loaded with provisions 
and clothing are now speeding toward the de- 
vastated valley from every direction. 

Generous sums have been subscribed in hun- 
dreds of cities and towns in this country, and 
even in Europe well-springs of sympathy have 
been touched by the great desolation. Food 
and clothing and shelter for the living and the 
decent, if expeditious, interment-of the dead 
were the pressing needs of the hour, for the 
safety of the survivors was in peril as much 
: from pestilence as from starvation and ex- 
posure. ; 

At the scene of the disaster relief organiza- 
tions have been effected by the Masonic Fra- 
ternity of Pittsburg and by citizens of Johns- 
town and Pittsburg acting under the Chair- 
manship of the Mayor of Johnstown. Sheriff 
C. L. Dick isin police control of the district, 
and under his direction a large force has been 
set to work to clear away the débris and re- 
move the bodies of the dead from the smoulder- 
ing ruins above the stone bridge. The Masonic 
Relief Committee which went from Pittsburg 
to Johnstown telegraphed President Har- 
rigon, urging the appointment of a 
national commission to take charge ef 
the sanitary affairs of the scene of the 
disaster. They urged that the presence of so 


Many decaying corpses would breed a pestilence 
there and pollute the water of the streams, af- 
fecting all the country from Pittsburg to New- 
Orleans. Eut after conference with Gen. 
Schotield, Acting Secretary of War, and Surgeon 
General Hamilton 1t was decided that the Na- 
tienal Sanitary Corps bad no right to interfere 
inthe matter. But Dr. Atkinson of Pittsburg, 
a@member of the corps, was advised to confer 
with and assist the Pennsylvania State Board 
of Health inany measures they might insti- 
tute, and this fact was reported to the Masonic 
Relief Committee, who accepted the sugges- 
tions contained therein. 

Goy. Beayer, who has returned to Harrisburg 
from Annapolis, telegraphed the President that 
the survivors of the disaster were fairly housed 
and that good order prevailed. The supply of 
food was equal to the demand, but both rood 
and clothing would be needed in large quanti- 
ties for some time. “The sympathies of the 
world,” he said, “are freely expressed. One 
telegram from England gives $1,000. I will 
issue & general appeal to the public to-night. 
Help comes from ail quarters. its universality 
greatly encourages our people.’ The officials 
of the War Department yesterday learned of 
the existence of fifty tents at Pittsburg, which, 
by erder of Gen. Schotield, after consultation 
with the President, were turned over to the 
local authorities. At the request of the Penn- 
sylvania State authorities, Capt. Gageby of the 
Third United States Infantry and Lieut. Miller 
of the Fifth Infantry were detailed to assist.the 
Adjutant General in bis labors in and about 
Johnstown. A subscription paper was started 
in the Post Office Department. 

At Philadelphia, in addition to the $5,000 
heretofore given by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, $2,500 was subscribed yesterday, and 
the Directors and executive officers as inai- 
viduals added $5,000 more. 

The Philadelphia and Reading Railroad sub- 
scribed $10,000 to the citizens’ fund of which 
Drexel & Co. are the Treasurers, ‘President 
Austin Corbin assuming the responsibility in 
the emergency without calling the Directors 
together. James P. Nicholson, Grand Secretary 
ot she Independent Order of Vad Fellows, tele- 
graphedy Col. John P. Linton at Johnstown to 
organize an Odd Fellows’ relief corps at Alma 
Hall, and sent him $500 and authorized a fur- 
therdraftof $500. Ata meeting of citizens in the 
Mayor’s office $50,000 was added to Saturday’s 
subscription of $28,000. Innumerable wagen- 
loads of clothing and provisions have also been 
colleeted and shipped to Johnstown. Sub-com- 
mittees of the Citizens’ Relicf Committee were 
appointed to visit the various trades and solivit 
subscriptions, and another committee was ap- 
pointed to visits Johnstown and report upon the 
subject in general. Additional subscriptions to

Now that public attention is directed to 
Westminster Abbey and its overcrowded state 
it might be as well to take stock of the tenants 
at present in possession.

; years ago it seems only to have been neeessary 
for a military man to have been killed in action 
or a pious lady to have died in childbirtn to 
entitle them to @ place in the Abbey. What 
dves posterity care about Mrs. Katherino 
Bovey and her thirty-six lines of epitaph re- 
cording her “vivacity in conversation” For 
one hundred and sixty-four years Mrs. Kath- 
erine has crowded out her betters. Let her 
have notice to quit forthwith. I should like to 
know whether all Peatonville road can show 
auything equal in bad taste to the monuments 
to Capt. Cornewall, Admiral Tyrrell, and Gen. 
Hargrave? Capt. Cornewall gut both his legs 
shot off in a sea fight off Toulon, and Parlia- 
ment. put up this hideous monument to 
him, thirty-six feet high, all a vast jum- 
ble of rocks, waves, writhing angels, 
seaweed, and clouds, Admiral Tyrrell, 
among sundry other achievements of the usual 
Dibdin desoription, had three fingers blown off, 
and the gigantic “pancake” monument was 
erected to record the fact.

AREER EE at EES 
SWALLOWS AND THE MILLINERS. 
Paris Inspatch to the London Daily News. 

The Zoological Society of France has 
warned the Government that a great ornitho- 
logical calamity is impending. The swallows 
seem to think seriously of not taking up their 

Summer quarters in France, The toughness of 

their flesh protects them from the attentions of 

the cook, and a superstition in their favor pre- 


serves their nests. But the modiste who uses 
these birds for trimming has brought about a 
plan of campaign against them which it seems 
they have observed. The Department of the 
Bouches dn Rhbéne. is one of the great 
landing places for the swallows coming 
from Africa. Engines for killing them in 
hundreds have been laid along the coast, 
formed of wires connected with electrical bat- 
teries. When fatigued by their oversea flight 
the birds perch on the wires and are struck 
dead. The bodies are then prepared for the 
milliner, and crates containing thousands of 
them are sent on to Paris. This has Deen going 
on tor some years, and it was noticed this 
Spring that swallows have not landed on the 
low-lying coast, but have gone further west or 
east, oat that they goin larger numbers than 
they used to to other parts of Europe. There are 
places, says the Zoological Society in its peti- 
tion, where they formerly were very numerous, 
but which they have now deserted, althougn 
there has been no falling off in the gnats or 
other flying insects on which they live. If the 
swallows resolved on a general boycott of 
France the loss to her agriculturists would be 
incalculable.

All scholars are agreed that the ‘once 
widely-credited pontificate of a female Pope, 
Pope Joan, is afable. A second female Pope, 
anything but fabulous, has been giving seme 
trou»le to the Italian police in Rome. She calis 
herself “ Pope Judith.” Early last month she 
presented herself at the Portone di Bronzi of 
the Vatican and demanded instant admission to 


the interior. Upon being questioned by the 
guards, she informed them that she was the 
wife of Pope Leo XIIL, and that he had sent 
for her, as he was anxious thatshe should share 
his throne and assist him in the difficult task 
of governing the church. The guards handed 
her over to a company of police who were pass- 
ing by at the moment, ana they con- 
veyed her to the nearest police sta- 
tion. When she was examined by the 
Commissary of Police she refusea to give any 
other name but * Pope [Papissa] Judith.” The 
Commissary asked her bow she came to know 
that she was the Papissa. She replied that she 
was always called by that title in her family, 
and that she had discovered that she was the 
lawful wife of the reigning Pontiff. Upon fur- 
ther inquiry into the case it proved that the old 
lady lived in a village near Cosenzi, had walked 
all the way to Rome on foot, and must have 
been fourteen days upon the journey. Her kin- 
dred said that she was not sane, But was quite 
harmless. In the asylum where she is now 
lodged—the institutjon founded by Pius IX. 
at the Lungara—she insists that she is the 
* Papissa,” or “Pope Judith,” and will doubt- 
less enjoy the proud illusion until her death, 





HAMPERING THE BUCKET SHOPS, 

CuicaGo, June 3.—Local stock commission 
firms whose business is transacted in the New- 
York Stock Exchange are seriously hampered 
by the recent action of the Governing Commit- 
tee of that institution.

BEATEN BY THE IREX AND YARANA' IN 
A FORTY-FOUR-MILE RACE. 

Lonpon, June 3.—Thera was another yacht 
race to-day, in which the Valkyrie, Irex, and 
Yarana competed. The Valkyrio finisned third. 
The official time is as follows: Irex, 3:55:51;

BULL fIGHTING IN FRANCE, 
Paris Dispatch lo the London Daily News. 

M. Pascal, the new Mayor of Nimes, ac- 
companied by the Deputies for the Gard, called 
yesterday on the Minister of the Interior, 
to ask that the municipality of Nimes be 
allowed to add to its celebrations in honor of 


the centenary a series of Spanish bull fights in 
the Roman arena. Bull baiting, as practiced in 
the south of France, is comparatively inno- 
cent, the toreros being forbidden by law to hurt 


-the animals. The Deputies wish this provision 


to be waived, and the Spanish bali tight—in 
which the final slaughter of the bulls forms the 
crowning sensation—to be authorized. M. Con- 
stans replied, that in the present state of pub- 
lic opinion he could. not entertain such a re- 
quest; he would not, however, object to a bull 
fight being given with all the Spanish ceremo- 
nial, provided thatthe lives of the bulls were 
spared. It will be remembered that several 
attempts to introduce Spanish bull fights in 
Paris, Bordeaux, and elsewhere failed, owing 
to the resistance of the corporations of these 
cities, Indeed, the Municipal Council of Paris 
stopped a performance of French toreros taoree 
years azo, on the ground that if the public once 
acquired a taste for the milder kind of sport 
they would sooner or later insist on having the 
real Spanish sport.

DETECTIVE CARR’S FRIENDS SAY IT GOST 
HIM HIS REASON AND LIFE. 
Detective Gilos Catr died yesterday of 


paresis at Bloomingdals Asylum after an ill- 

ness of only a few weeks’ duration. Some time 

ago his friends noticed that hé Was acting 

sttangely, Dut fear that his mind was affected 
was not ontertained by any of them until about 
two months ago, when he une day surprised 4 
sompanion by tnforming him thst he was “ ge} 
‘ng down to the Tombs to see that’ murderer, 

Balbo.” His companion jocosely remarked 
that he was going oh 4& poor 6tratd, aid fe- 
minded him that, thanks to Carr’s ¢éxertions, 

Balbo had been caught and executed years 
previously. Carr seemed to take no notices of 
this, aud said thatit was necessary fot hit to 

go to the Tombs tn order to seen | the murderer. 

it was soon after this that the 6vidence Of Cati’s 
breskdowh becsM6é 60 Gitar that bis vdntine-: 
ment followed. 

The incident described is of pouuliar interes 
a8 geing to confirm the iixed belief of many o 
Carr’s friends that the oauss of his insanity was 
continued broeding over 4 distréssitig experi 
ences he had ih Sonnection with the arrést and 
execution of Balbo. Carr was attached to the 
Fourth Police Precinct at the time of the well- 
remembered murder by ths Italian of bis youtig 
and pretty wife Fhe case Was placed in his 
hauds, and hoe sttecseisi in tracking Balbo 
firat to Baltimore, and then. to Wheeling, West 
Va., where he caught him. Balbo, whieh ar’ 
rested, offered Carr $1,200 to let him go, but 
the detective brought his prisoner to this city, 
where he was tried, convicted, and hanged. 

While Balbe was in the Tombs a&Waiting ¢x- 
ecution, he sont tof Carr, and when thé latter 
reapoudéd to thé call the ootividted mufderer 
cursed him and said that after he was dead he 
would haunt him to his dying day. Carr paid 
no attention to ftliis outbreak and went to the 
Tonibs on the day of Halbo'’s execution. While 
the procession, led by the doomed man and thie 
priest, was on its way to the gallows, Balbo 
suddenly stopped praying and, glancing quickly 
through the crowd of spectators, found where 
Carr was standing, stopped, fixed his eyes tipon 
him, and eursed him. Carr said nothing bit 
friends stumding by him saw tliat he cowered 
under the imprecations and looked gréatiy 
relieved whet thé murderer moved on. 

When the execution was over Joseph Atkin- 
son, the hangman, indisoreetly made Oarr ac- 
quainted with the fact that, from the time Balbo 
saw Carr until the very moment of bis déatn, 
he kept up bis tmpretations, vatying them only’ 
with golem oaths to haunt his captor to the 
day of his death Carr was visibly affected at 
the atnouncement, and ever since then it was 
known that te dreaded to go to thé Tombs, 
always refraining from doing aa whenever he 
could pogsibly stay away. 

Carr had been nineteen years on the force and 
was o bright and industrious detective. It was 
he who cattght the noted Aétoria burglars and 
caused their conviction within twenty-four 
hours of thé Gommisaion of their crime

THEIR BATTLES ON PAPER 


WESI POINT OADETS KEPI 
AXIREMELY BUSY. 

THEY MARCH BEPORE THE VISITORS 

AND GREATLY DELIGHT THEM—RE- 


CEPTIONS AND CONCERTS. 

West Point, N. Y., June 3,—The struggling cadet 
bas had hts hands full to-day, if henever had them 
full before, The obstreperous bugle broke rude- 
ly in upon his slumbers at the bewitching hour 
of 5;30 this morning and reminded him that the 
Lieutenant's epaulettes. about which he had 
been dreaming so blissfully, has yet to be fought 
for, and that the enemy was ready and waiting 
to resumy the conflict which haa temporarily 
deen suspended last Saturday. From that time 
until 9 o’olock to-night he was all day up to his 
neck in work. 

The enemy this morning had intrenched itself 
‘behind the strong breastworks of chemistry, 
mathematios, geology, and engineering, and ite 
shells were hot and heavy. The forces had been 
reinforced since the last shot was fired on Sat- 
urday afternoon and new Generals had been 
called in to direct the manamuvres. But the 
courageous little bands. which stormed the 
bristling works carried all before them, and 
though it is hard, through the clearing smoke 
of the hard-fought battle, to discover just what 
damage had been inflicted in their ranks, the 


belief is gstrong and the hope is stronger that 

‘they have come out of the engagement without 
the loss of a man. 

The First Committee had thrown up its in- 
tellectual fortifications m the library, and its 
guns, loaded to the muzzle with the problema of 
civil and military engineering, were trained on 
the forty-nine gallant young soldiers who go to 
wake up the First Class. The boys fought with 
the energy of intelligent desperation. The 
enemy brought to its aid all the intricacies of 
Wheeler’s ‘‘ Civil Engineering,” Mercur’s ** Ma- 
;han’s Permanent Fortifieation,” Wheeler’s 
|“ Elements of the Art and Science of War,” 
; and all its raking volleys were met by a steady 

| return fire that ceuld not fail ,of success in the 
end. Attheend of the day the opposing re- 
doubts were in the victorious hands ef their 
young assailants. 

. Tbis was only one of the battles fought to-day 
by this branch of ,the cadet corps. Spanish, & 
department in the course oj their instruction 
more useful afterward in their career in Flirta- 
tion Walk than.on the plains witn the Indians, 
was the particular enemy they fought on 
paper. 

On the other battlefields to-day the Second 
Class had a hand-to-hand struggle with chem- 
istry, mineralogy, and geology. The Fourth 
Class tried their hands at the end of its first 
year at the;Academy on its wily foe, mathe- 
matics, and the Third Class succeeded in put- 
ting the finishing touches upon their struggle 
with the same antagonist, which they began 
last Saturday. When a truce was called all 
along the line late in the afternoon, the enemy 
was in @ pretty badly demoralized. condition. 

Hardly had they had time to wipe the smoke 
of battle out of their eyes when the beys were 
palled out into the parade ground for a review 
in honor of the Boara of. Visitors. A good 
many people have come to West Point and to 
the Summer houses immediately about it, and 
the walks and seats about the,parade ground at 
4:30 o’clock this afternoon were filled with 
ladies and gentlemen and children and enthu- 
Blasm. High-stepping horses attached to swell 
carriages pawed up the earth lo the drives and 
suorted at the music of the band, and the radi- 
ant drum major glanced at the unappreciative 
beasts with scorn in his eye. 

Shortiy after 4 o’clock the entire Academic 
Board, arrayed in their newist uniforms, 
marched solemnly up to the West Point Hotel, 
aud were formaily received by the Bourd of 
Visitors, all but three of whom have arrived. 
A short and formal reception was held in the 

arlors of the hotel, and then the Board of 

/isitors were escorted by the Academic Board 
down the broad walk and under the spreading 
branches of the old elm trees to their position 
of honor on the walk bounding the western 
edge of the parade ground. The cadet corps 
wearing for the first time this year their spot- 
lessly-white trousers, who had been drawn up 
on the road in front of their barracks for some 
moment, marched rapidiy out over the yielding 
green apd drawing up in front of the spot 
where stood the Visitors, were inspected and 
then passed in‘review before them. The mem- 
bers of the board were delizhted with the ap- 
pearance the boys presented—and, indeed, they 
could hardly have been other. than delighted 
with the performance they had witnessed. 

When the cadets had warched back to their 
barracks a reception was held at the residence 
ot Brevet Major Gen. John G. Parke, Superin- 
tendent of the academy, at which all the ofti- 
cers attached to the post were presented to the 
Boara of Visiters. The reception was an ex- 
tremely pleasant one, of almost an informal 
¢haracter, and lasted until the time for dress 
parade. At 6:30 o’clock the call for that cere- 
mony was sounded, and the cadets came out on 
the green again—and forthe last time to-day. 
To-night the band began the series of open-air 

' concerts in front of the hotel, which henceforth 
will be given each evening after supper until 
graduation day. Itisin honor of the Board of 
Visitors, and everybody in the hotel—particu- 
larly the Charming girl with the eyes of biue—re- 
joices in the fact that the visitors are here. 

‘ne spirit of the lovely girl has not yet been 
put to the test, but if her sparkling eyes to- 
night when the band played a waltz are any in- 
dication, Mr. Craney, before many nights have 
passed, will find his chairs and his tables in the 
dining room going out the windows, and will 
behold an impromptu hop in that splendid room 
for dancing which will till his kindly beart with 


joy. 

The Board of Visitors have organized, making 
Gen. Lew Wallace President, and the Rev. Dr. 
Edwards Seeretary, and are active in thelr 
search after information. 

Gen. Wallace is very anxious concerning the 
safety.of his wife. That lady left Indianapolis 
last Thursday, and since that time he has not 
heard:from her. He has telegraphed to many 
points without avail, and this morning be 
learned that the traip which bore his wife 
might have been caught somewhere in the 
tlood which worked such awful havoc. It is 
hardly possible that any ealamity could have 
befallen the passengers of that train without 
something having been heard about it by this 
time, but itfs altogether probable that the train 
has beeu stalled somewhere on the other side 
of Johnstown.

STEALING FROM TUE TOWN. 
Nrw-HAVEN, June 3..—Mrs. Andrew Callahan, 
wite of adetective employed on the New-York 
and New-Haven steamboat line, was arrested 
this evening. An investigation of. the accounts. 
by the Selectmen’s office shows that the town 
for several years has been systematically robbed 
by means of begus orders drawn against the 
eutside-poor account This department was 
conducted vy John J. Clerkin, a cierk in the 
office and a well-Known politician. He was ar- 
rested, and charged with making false entries 


in his books, Orders were issued for bene- 
ficiaries, some of whom had long been dead, 
and others who were in no need of help.

The investigation has only been partially com- 
Pieted, but itis believed that $500 a week was 
stolen for a long time and that the total amount 
secured Will reach $50,000, Pinkerton detect- 
ives bave been watching the accused persons 
aud tt bas been learned that Mrs. Callatian bas 
stolen from the oftice many genuine orders of 
stmoull amounts, which she got cashed, besides 
the bogus ones which were secured through 
Cierkin. Someof the indorsements on the or 
ders are thought to have been forged. 

Callahas is a well-known politician here, has 
served on the Capitol police force at Washing- 
ton, and is a half brother of Attorney David Cal- 
lahan, whose namo has been mentioned often in 
the papers in connection with the Dr, Cronin 
mystery. 








TESTING A TORPEDO. 
g@he Edison-Sims torpedo, formerly 
known as the Sims, which has attracted so 
mnuch attention from naval experts, both in 
this country and abroad, since itsjfirst appear- 
ance twelve years afo, now seems to have 
reacted a degres of perfection which makes it 


one of the most effective submarine weapons in 
existence. Experiments under the direction of 
Mr. H. F. T. Erben of Schenectady were made 
with the torpedo yesterday at the proving 
grounds at Willet’s Point, Long Island, and, al- 
though only a dock trial was made, it was emi- 
nentiy successful. The torpedo has been shorn 
of all its objectionable features and the defects 
that retarded its speed. By the introduction of 
un electric motor, fed by @ 4ynamo on shore 
through two wires which also serve to guide 
und steer the projectile, a speed of.at least 
twenty knots an hour has been reached. Great 
JrnproVements 1D the electrical apparatus have 
been made, and it is said that the experiments 
which will be made later {fn the week will dem- 
enstrate that the Jast objectionable feature hae 
teen eliminated. The range of the torpedo has 
veen doubled.

IMPORTANT: BILLS SIGNED. 


NEW-YORK MAY NOW SPEND MILLIONS 
IN NEW PAVEMENTS. 

ALBaNny, June 3,—Corporation Counsel Beek- 
man came here from New-York to-day and in- 
spected, with Gov. Hill, the bills relating to 
New-York City left by the Legislature, Late 
this afternoon, ‘after Mr, Clark and Mr. Beek- 
man had expressed their opinion of the several 
bills, the Governor signed some of the more 
important. The principal one was Senator 
Tves’s, declaring that the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment may, if they deem it necas- 
sary, expend $2,000,000 yearly in the repave- 
ment of the streets, and goon expending the 
money for this purpose up to $6,000,000. Com- 
missioner of Public Works Gilroy is to superin- 
tend this work, but it must be done by contract, 
which may cut off some Tammany jobbery. 


Corporation Counsel] Olark of Tammany Hall 
was firmly of the belief that many streets of 
New-York sadly need repaving. 

Another act of importance signed was Mr, 
Hannilton’s bill creating the * block system” of 
recording the transfer of real estate in New- 
York.. For many years the friends of the ** block 
system” of recording property in New-York 
have attempted to pass this bill, but it Was not 
until thie year that they succeeded. * 

A bill recommended by the special committee 
of Senator Fassett reforming the jnry system 
ot New-York in some respects becomes a law. 
It says that the Corporation Counsel. eve 
three months shall give a list to the Mayor of 
New-York of the number of fines collec from 
those who failed to do jury duty and the num- 
ber of persons whose tines were remitted. 
Moreover, the Commissioner of Jurors is to file 
with the County Clerk alistof delinquent jurors. 

Senator Langbein proposes that tne people of 
New-York shall at least be oclpan, and ap- 
parently Gov. Hill agrees with him, for he 
signed Langbein’s bill authorizing the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment to have con- 
atructed as many free public baths as they 
believe are necessary for the health and comfort 
of the people. There is no limitation as to the 
number or cost of these baths. 

Senator Ives’s bill authorizing the Board of 
Street Openings to give permits for the con- 
struction of light bridges across streeta and 
avenues in New-York becomes a law. 

The Governor also signed Senator Murphy’s 
bili giving inspectors and poll cleras of eiec-: 
tion $5 a day for work on registration days and 
$17 for work on election day, and Assemblyman 
Sperry’s bill abolishing the present eight-head 
Board of Park Commissioners of Brooglyn and 
substituting for it # board of three members, 
two of whom areto serve until Feb. 1, 1890, 
and one until Feb. 1,1891; the term of office 
afterward to be fortwo years for each one of 
the three Commissieners. 

Edgar K. Burnham, the new Superintendent 
of Public Buildings, to-day made an_ appoint- 
ment which will not highly please Gov. Hill. 
The Governor has attempted to take to himself 
ull the credit of Burhbam’s appointment, and of 
course wished to dictate all the appointments 
of the latter. Lieut. Gov. Jones wasin the ux- 
fortunate position of having backed another 
man for Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
but his friends have been swift to inform Burn- 
ham that the Governor also had another candi- 
date for the same place. and that, in fact, 
Speaker Cole was the first man that voted for 
Burnham, and that Siliand Jones followed hie 
lead. In any case, the Lieutenant Governor has 
contrived to influence Burnham, fér the latter 
to-day appointed C. © RR. Coe, the 
Lieutenant Governor’s clerk, as ‘“ store- 
keeper” of the Capitol, at a _ salary 
of $125 a month, or $1,500 yearly, whereas 
now the clerk only makes about $900 yearly 
out of the State. Coe is editor of. the Bath 
Star, the leading organ of the rural Democrats 
of Rensselaer County. His duties in his new 
position will be to buy soap and other supplies 
of like uature for the Capitol. There is no ques- 
tion that he will show the ability in buying 
soap that he has always shown as editor of the 
Star, Whatis signiticant about the appoint- 
ment in another respect its that Super- 
intendent Burnbam, in order to give Coe 
a oviace, dismissed from the office of 
“soap buyer’ Rowland Gove, a brotner-in- 
law of Charies B. Andrews, the rormer Superin- 
tepdent of Public Buildings. Mr. Audrews has 
recently said that he knew a few things about 
Gov. Hill which the latter would not care to 
have made public, and the removal of his 
brother-in-law by one of the three Trustees of 
the publie buildings who elected Burnham may 
unseéal his lips about Gov. Hill. 

The monument to ex-President Chester A. 
Arthur, which has been placed in Rural Ceme- 
tery here, will be dedicated Saturday. Elihu 
Root of New-York will deliver an oration, and 
there will be a religious ceremony of some nat- 
ure. A large number of ex-President Artaur’s 
friends are coming here from New-York to at- 
tend the dedication of the monument. 





THEATRICAL GOSSIP. 


There is a strong probability that the 
dates of the Carleton Opera Company at the 
Fitth-Avenue Theatre, where it was booked to 
present ‘‘Mynheer Jan” for the first time in 
this city, will be canceled. Mr. Carleton is re- 
ported to bein bad health and it is feared that 
he will be unable to appear at the time fixed for 
opening his season here. 

‘Lost in Africa,” aspectacular drama adapt- 
ed from the French by Howard P. Taylor, is to 


be produced next season by Frederick W. Bert 
in San Francisco. 

Col. McCaull has left Marienbad and is now 
in London. He sends word that his health has 
improved greatly, and he will probably show 
himself at Palmer’s by the last of this or the 
first of next month. 

Louis James is spending his vacation in Nor- 
Walk, Conn., but he comes to New-York three 
times a week to look after the work being done 
by the scenic artista and costumers in prepara- 
tion for the coming production of “Twelfth 
Night” by Miss Marie Wainwright. He is also 
diligently preparing himself for his début as 
Richard IIL next season. 

A neéw Irish play called ‘‘ The Dear Irish Boy’’ 
will be produced at the Windsor next Monday,

PRYSICIANS AND THE OENSUS. 
WASHINGTON, June 3.—The Superintendent ef 
the Census has issued the following letter to the 
medical profession, asking its co-operation in 
the work of taking the census: 


To the Medical Profession: 

The various medical associations and the medical 
profession will be glad to learn that Dr. Joho 8. 
Billings, Surgeon United States Army, has con- 
sented to take charge of the report on the mortality 
and vital statistics of the United States as returned 
by the eleventh census. As the United States has 
no system of registration of vital. statistics, such 
as is relied upon by other civilized nations for the 
purpose of ascertaining the actual movement of 
population, our census affords the only opportunity 
of obtaining near an approximate estimate of the 
birth and death rates vf much the a part of 
the country, which is entirely unprovided with any 
ead system of State ana municipal regis- 
tration. 

In view of this, the Census Office, during the 
month of May this year, will issue to the medical 
profession throughout the country ‘“ physicians’ 
registers,” for the purpose of obtaining more accu- 
rate returns of deaths than it is possible for the 
enumerators to make. It is earnestly hoped that 
physicians in every part of the country will co- 
operate with the Census Office in this important 
work. The record should be kept from June 1, 
188¥, to May 31, 1890. Nearly 26,000 of these regis- 
tration booka were filled up and returned to the 
office in 1830, and nearlv ali of them used for statis- 
tical purposes. It is hoped that double this num- 
ber will be obtained for the eleventh census. Physi- 
cians not receiving registers can obtain them by 
sending their names and addresses to the Census 
Ottice, and, with the Kegister, an official envelope 
which requires no stamp will be provided for their 
return to Washington. 

If all medical and surgical praetitioners through- 
out the country will lend their aid, the mortality 
and vital statistics of the eleventh census will be 
more comprehensive and complete than they have 
ever been. Every physician should take a personal 
pride in having this report as fuli and accurate as 
1t is possible to make it. Itis hereby promised that 
all information obtained through this source shall 
ve held strictly confidential.

WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 3.—The amount of 
wheat in country elevators throughout Minne- 
soto and Dakota was decreased 843,000 bushels 
during the month of May, being now approxi- 
mately 2,826,000 bushels, as compared with 
3,705,000 bushels at the beginning of May. On 
the lst of June, 1888, there were in country 
elevators 6,807,000 bushels, or 3,981,000 bush- 
els more than the present time. It is estimated 
bythe best-posted grain men who have given 
the subject close attention that there are yet 
about 1,500,000 bushels to be marketed by 
farmers. Speaking. generally, the North- 
west wheat crop promises an average 
yield. The ground is too ary in 
many parts of North Dakota and North Min- 
pesota to bring the crop forward in the best 
shape. The cold weather has retarded the 
growth ip all sections, but there is no cause for 
alarm in that as the plant appears to be stool- 
ing well where there has been enough moisture. 
The weeds have grgwn faster than whesar, but 
some of the worst of them, including wild buck- 
wheat, have been set back by frost more than 
the wheat has. 

The southern half of Minnesota and South Da- 
kota shows considerably better than average 
conditions, while the northern half of Minnesota 
and North Dakota does not show any better than 
average. Morerains are needed in the North. 
The promise now indicates about ninety million 
bushels for Minnesota and the Dakotas.

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A SUBSIITUTE FOR BOTH BOUR- 
14L AND ORBMATION. 
A BUILDING OF CONCRETE WHERE THE 
DEAD ARK PRESERVED , INDEFINITE- 
LY WITHOUTINJURY TO.THE LIVING. | 

The Rey. Charles R. Treat, pastor of the 
Church of the Archangel, gave an illustrated 
lecture last night at the hall of the Academy of 
Medicine on “‘The New System for the San- 
itary Disposition of the Dead in the New Mau- 
solenm.” ‘The illustrations were made with a 
Stereopticon and were interesting and appro- 
priate, including as they did the tomb of King 
Mausolus, other celebrated resting places of 
the déad, and many pictures of the buildings 
proposed to be erected under the new mad- 
soleum system. 

The lecturer said that when arich or illus- 
trious man dies no one is surprised if it is 
stated that his body is to be placed in a mau- 
soleum, King Mausolus, who died about four 
hundred years before the Christian era, was 
buried in a marveleusly beatiful structure, one 
pf the wonders of the world, and ¢6ver since 
that time mausoleums have been acceptable 
and even fashionable receptacles for the dead. 
But wealth, public or private, has always been 
prerequisite. ; 

Even then money could not procure a resting 
place free from the horrors of putrefaction and 
that slow decay which is fraught with dangers 
for the living. In fact, burial in a mausoleum 
has from a sanitary standpvint been more ob- 


jectionable than burialin the earth. Ifitdid 
not 80 much corrupt the rains of heaven, it did 
in a still greater degree add to the corruption of 
the air we breathe. Beyond its magnificence, 
the gratification of human pride, 1t possessed 
no advantages to commend it to the public 
favor. It suited the rich and the great, but the 
Welfare of the community was not taken into 
consideration. . 

It is now proposed, said Mr. Treat, to utilize 
the mausoleum plan, but so modified that it be- 
comes wholly unobjectionable to the living, and 
without placing it at the same time beyond the 
means of families in every city in the country. 
One design, for example, will have a frontage 
of about three hundred and fifty feet, with an 
average depth of about one hundred feet. In- 
stead of holding the remains of one man, as 
does the mausoleum at New-Dorp, or even of 
one family, this building. will contain 40,000 
sepulchral spaces, each large enough to hold a 
casket, and each as accessible and as capable of 
ornamentation as a like space ina private tomb. 
Some of the spaces will be arranged in family 
compartments, with gpa bbrsen rooms attached, 
the whole admitting of artistic finish, and cost- 
ing round sums of money, a tew us high as 
$40,000, Ordinarily the sepulchral spaces will 
be arranged in tiers of six, facing the halis or 
corridors, and the ornamentation will be con- 
fined to the outer doors of the casket spaces or 
sepuichres, In either case sepulture will be 
less expénsive in a new mausoleuni than in any 
fine cemetery near our larger cities, and the 
friends of the new movement assert their 
ability ana willingness to demonstrate that it 
will be immeasurably more saistactory to sur- 
viving friends, and to the living generally. 

The general construction of the building de- 
serves consideration, however, before the in- 
terior is described, and this construction is, in 
brief, a story of concrete. Concrete is the 
basis, the cornerstone, of the new system. 
Without concrete it would not be practicable; 
with conerete, its feasibility cannot be success- 
fully questioned. Not ordinary concrete, but 
concrete made from Portland cement, superior © 
sand, and broken stone, prepared on the spot 
‘where & mausoleum is to beerected, and pourea 
in place when plustic, three inches at a time, 
securing perfect crystallization and a condition 
of hardening that shall be without joint, seam, 
or rupture of any kind. 

The floor plan explains the entire construc- 
tion. From the ground upward a multitude of 
inner walls—walls of sepuichral spaces, of hall 
ané corridor—will rise as do the outer walls, 
and all become parts of the monolithic house of 
concrete—solid, jointiess, enduring beyond any 
contemporaneous structure, memorial, or vault. 
The history of concrete shuws thatit can defy 
the ravages of time, the shocks of war, and 
even the concussions of earthquakes. The 
foundation of a new mausoleum will be its en- 
tire length and breadth, and its walls will stand 
when other erections go down, and surely such 
strength is sufficient. 

No material other than concrete, granite, 
‘glass, and iron need form part of the strueture. 
An elevator will be needed, butit scan be con- 
stracted wholly of iron; and the thick glass of 
the roof can rest on beams that will not corrode. 
Granite or other durable material can be used 
as facings, both without and within, for the 
purposes of ornamentation, and the blocks can 
be securely fastened to the concrete before the 
hardening process begins. sFne 

Such a structure will soon be erected in this 
city, near one of our handsome cemeteries—pos- 
sibly in one of them; and 1t is proposed to make 
ita building thatthe people of.the foremost 
city of the continent will point to as evidence 
of tender and thoughtful care on their part of 
loved ones at rest. 

But strength and endurance of walls will not 
keep off putrefaction and turn an insanitary 
process into one wholly sanitary, inoffensive, 
and unobjectionable; and this inquiry leads at 
once to,the subject of desiccation, which is the 
sum and substance of the new system. Desic- 
cation is the art of preserving substances, ani- 
mal tissae as wellas vegetable’ product, by de- 
priving them of moisture. Moisture is an es- 
sential element of putrefaction. Take away 
moisture and corruption cannot oceur. 

Imagine the sepuichral space opened and a 
casket placed therein. ‘There are walls of con- 
crete on every hand exceptin front. As soon 
as the casket is deposited a door of thick giass 
is inserted and sealed, and the sepulchre is then 
hermetically sealed, except in two places, by 
means of which the connections with the sub- 
cellar, Where the furnace is situated, are made. 
A steady current of dry air immediately enters 
the sepulchre, flowing through it, enveloping 
the body, changing the air in the. casket in a 
second, and carrying away the vaporized water 
and gases ef the body—they constitute about 
three-fourths of it—through the exit pipes to 
the furnace, where the current passes through 
fire and is finally discharged through the high- 
air duct into the upper air in an innocuous and 
absolutely inoifensive form. : 

There are left behind the mineral and solia 
parts of the body, in a perfectly desiccated con- 
dition, the form and features intact, as recog- 
nizable as in life, wholly inoffensive to sight or 
smell, and remaiuing so for a length of time 
that no one can measure. The process is anal- 
ogous ato the one largely applied in the Smead 
system of dry closets, with which school ofti- 
ciais are familiar. The application of currents 
of dry air to the human body has been thor- 
oughly tested in this ojty and in Washington. 
Tne late Dr. A. Y. P. Garnett declared, after 
witnessing one of the experiments, that the 
principle of the new mausoleum ‘is one of 
scientific accuracy reduced to a practical fact.’’ 
Dr. Charles Insiee Pardee and Prof. Rudolph 
A. Witthaus have each become so convinced of

No conduits of iron or other material subject 
so the corrosive action of time and moisture 
will be employed. As the multitude of walls 
are built up, the ventilating pipes will be formed 
around moulds in the hardening concrete; even 
the large conduits near the furnace will be so 
formed, and all the conduits, thousands in num- 
ber, will form parts of the impermeable, moist- 
ure-proof, monolithic house of concrete. No 
moisture can enter the walls from without 
apa no gases or fluids or odor escape trom 
Witnin. The entire structure will be warmed, 
lighted, ana ventilated and will be wholly free 
from any suggestion of dampness or decay— 
wholly unlike in these respects at least to the 
tomb or vault that has long bred foul air and 
corruption in cry pt and cloister and even in our 
eemoteries. In the new mausoleum lost friends 
‘will sleep on as securely housed and speltered 
as in life without adding in the slightest man- 
ner to the corruption of the air we breathe, the 
earth we inhabit and subsist on, or the water 
that quenches our thirst. 

The minor advantages of the mausoleum de- 
serve mention. Grave robbers are no respect- 
ers of bodies, but they will never attaek a 

, balding furnished with bars and bolts ana held 
both day and night by custodians maintained 
zrom the fund for the perpetual care the 

ail . A deed for a sepulchre will be coun- 
tersigned by a trust company,and the trust com- 
pany will receive and retain a percentage of 
each purchase price with which to form a fund 
for the bulilding’s perpetual care. ‘ 

Whether premature interment is rare or com- 
mon, the new system will render it an impossi- 
pility so far as the bodies placed in a mausoleum 
are concerned. The giass duor of the sepulchre 
permits inspection at all times, and a simple 
electrical apparatus wouid alarm the custodi- 
ans if the siightest movement occurred ina 
easket. If life be not extinct, the dary, pure air— 

it must be pure to insure desiccation and pre- 
vent decomposition—might restore sufticient 
vitality to render son alarm possible. it cer- 
tainly would not lead to suffocation. 

Tne new plan looks, also, to the perpetuation 
of memorials apa io the keeping of records far 
beyond the ibilities of the cemetery ur 
crematory. No inscription within its walle 
will be eftaered by the elements or by strange 
hands; and the record that will be compiled 
as entombments occur can, when worn, be 
readily renewed and the memory of the dead 
perpetuated. No one placed within one of these 
mausoléums can be altogether forgotten or lost 


in history.

INSPHOTING 1H POST OFFICE. 


OUTLINE OF WORK TO BE DONE BY THE 
GOVERNMENT COMMISSIONERS. 

The commission appointed by. the Post- 
master General to inspect the New-York Post 
Otlice and report upon its needs assembied for 
duty at the Post Office yesterday in one 
of the court rooms on the second floor, 
which will serve as headquarters during its 
stay. The representative character of the com- 
mission may be judged from the names of the 
gentlemen composing it. They are James N. 
Tyner, Assistant Attorney General for the Post 
Office Department; W. P. Edgerton, Division 
Inspector Railway Mai! Service at Philadelphia; 
Gen. H. 8, Huidekoper, ex-Postmaster at Pnil- 
adelphia; Henry H. Mullen, Assistant Post- 
master at €incinnati; Samuel Smith, Assistant 
Postmaster at Brooklyn, N. Y.; John T. Met- 
calf, chief olerk of the money-order system, 
Washington; Zebina Moses, obief of the Regis- 
try Division Third Assistant rostmaster Gen- 
eral’s office, and R. E. Spangler, inspector of the 
free-delivery system. 

Gen. Tyner outlined the plan of work as 
follows: “We shall doubtless hold meetings 
every day, in order that we may understand as a 
body the progress of the examination, and give | 
general direction to its course. After organiza- 
tion we shall allot the work, each member of 
the commission taking a certain part of it. The 
idea isto have simultaneous examinationin pro- 
gress in every deparment. We intend, of course, 
to make the inspection thorough, and to follow 
out the Postmaster General's order of instruc- 
tions, which has been published, 1n every par- 
ticular. For several years past the Postmaster 
General, while realizing that this oltice is the 
great heart, the core, of the postal system, has 
not felt himself able to extend the assistance ' 
requested, assuming that it was needed. It is 
by no means certain that he can do more now. 

“So far as salaries are concerned, much will 
depend upon the construction to be given toa 
provision of the last Post Office Appropriation 
billin regard to an apportionment of salaries. 
If that provision shall be found to be manda- 
tory, this commission will bein a vise in regard 
to the part of our work relating to salary needs, 
If the provision shall be found to be permissive 
or discretionary, we shall have more latitude, 
“We anticipate that we sball be here at least 
a week, and we shall not be surprised if the 
work takes us double that time. All of our con- 
sultations will naturally be held with closed 
doors, not because there will be anything call- 
ing for secrecy, but because there will be noth- 
ing of publiciuterest in the consultations, and 
they are properly of an executive character, 
Whenever anything may occur of public inter- 
est it will be willingiy given out.’’ At the 
meeting in the afternoon Gen. Tyner was 
chosen Chairman. i

CORPORATION COCNSEL’S OFFICE. 

Ex-Corporation Connsel Beekman has 
issued a statemé@nt replying to oriticlsms upon 
his administratibn, He says he employed 
Albert Henschell in his office because he was 
well recommended and showed himself bright 
and capable, The sum paid for his services, 
$850, was most moderate. In regurd to oriti- 
cism about his employment of outside lawyers, 
he says that most.of the money paid to such 
lawyers was for services engaged by his pred- 
ecessore, Out of $36,853 on this account in 
1888 only $11,250 was paid on retainers given 
by bimself. In his four and one-half months of 
service this year he paid in retainers $7,461, of 
which $4,036 went to De Lancey Nicoll for serv- 
ices 1n the market investigation. ‘ 

Mr. Beekman defends the appropriation of 
$20,000 tor the expenses of proceedings to ac- 
quire title to the new parks on the ground that 
it paid for expert and other services which 
savei the city many millions of dollars, His 
contingent expenses, he says, were quite mod- 
erate and usual. ? 

Mr. Beekman proceeds to show by figures 
some of the work of his administration. When 
he took charge in January, 1888, there were 
4,000 suits pending, and 359 were begun dur- 
ing the year, while 1,267 were disposed of, a 
gain upon the arrears in the office of 408 
suits. The number of actual trials during 
the year was 191; arguments at Gen- 
eral ‘Term, 100; arguments at the Court 
of Appeals, 51. In addition to this a ver 
large Volume of other business was transacted, 
including the giving of 467 written opinions to 
the different departments and offices of the city, 
among the most important of which were those 
adverse to the claims of the aqueduct contract- 
ors for allowances for rock excavation aggre- 
gating $1,000,000 or more. In street-opening 


. Proceedings the work of the office shows that 


41,065 lineal feet of new streets were opened, 
an increase over 1887 of more than 12,000 
lineal feet.

BADLY NHEDED. 


BUCKET SHOPS SEEM TO THRIVE WHILE 
BROKERS ARE HAMPERED. 
Wall-street yesterday had to endure an- 
other day of confusion and embarrassment. 
The Stock Exchange authorities were not ready 
with the new independent ticker service, which 
they are pledged to cstablish in Neu of the 


tickers they Dave removed. Boys by the hun- 
dred were keptrunning through the streets be- 
twéen the brokerage olfices and the Stock Ex- 
change, but only such oftices as are beneath the 
eaves of the Stock Exchange gut anything like 
a@ satisfactory service In this way. 

Some prominent houses advised customers to 
sell out their stocks yesterday morning, pend- 
lng the arrangement by the Stock Exchange of 
some plan whereby quotations can be watched 
The present primitive scheme of 
messenger boys and writing pads gives ad- 
vantages to traders who may choose to make 
raids upon the warket. Upon this account, too, 
some of the banks have sent rather spirited 
communications to the Stock Exchange authori- 
ties pointing out that unless cyntinual knowl- 
edge can be had of the market value of secari- 
ties it willbe dangerous to make loans upon 
stock and bond collateral. Two of three banks 
have subscribed for the ticker service of the 
Consolidated Exchange, but no such movement 
is general. 

More bucket shops wére opeu and doing busi- 
ness yesterday than at any time for a long 
while. They get quuotations from Consoli- 
dated Exchange tickers and from mysterious 
underground connections with the Stock Ex- 
change. For more than half an hour after the 
Stock Exchange closed yesterday afternoon 
clerks from leading Stoek Exchange houses 
wereou the floors of thej Exchange collecting 
and tabulating closing quotations. The bucket 
shops had every closing quotation chalked on 
their boards in less than two minutes after the 
Stock Exchange adjourned. 

Upon the Consolidated Exchange there was 

not so much show of business yesterday as went 
With the hurrab of the first no-ticker day on 
Saturday. ‘The Stock Exchange authorities 
loftily insist that their action has nothing 
whatever to do with the Consoliduted Exchange, 
which of course is merely humorous. 
The Stock Exchange Governors were in ses- 
sion till ‘a late hour yesterday afternoon, with- 
out coming tO why conclusion as to when or 
how to institute their new tickers. But the 
promise is made officially to prominent brokers 
that the wires will be worginpg before the end 
of this week. 
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THEATRIOAL MANAGERS ORGANIZE. 

About forty theatrical managers met in 
the Madison-Square Theatre yesterday after- 
noon and organized “ The Theatrical Managers’ 


Association of the United States,” whose object 
is ‘to tako and enforce all proper measures to 
relieve the theatrical ne gy from the op- 
pression of the Inter-State Commerce act; to 
protect it from hostile and oppressive lexisla- 
tion, and in general to take and adopt all meas- 
ures to benefit and promote the business inter- 
ests of the members ot this association.” Ex- 
Judge Dittenboeter, who presented the by-laws 
tor approval,said that he hat looked into the mat- 
ter and believed tuat the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission had the power to relieve the 
theatrical profession from the oppression com- 
plained of. 

The election of officers resulted as follows:

THOUSANDS OF WILD DUCKS KILLED. 

WasHown, Dakota, June 3.—A strange sight 
was witnessed here yesterday during a very 
severe thanderstorm. When the storm was at 


its height an enormously large flock of ducks 
was seen coming from the north. Is was un- 
doubtedly the largest flock seen in this section 
of North Dakota. The number ot birds 
Was variously estimated at from 500,000 to 
1,000,000. They were terror-stricken, and 


‘flew along wildly, making a great noise. Instead 


of flying high, they scurried along close to the 
ground, and the flapping of their wings ore- 
ated a tumult that could be plainly heard 
above the rear of the thunder. 

Suadenly there came a vivid flash of light- 
ning, followed by a terrific peal of thunder, At 
the first flask hundreds of the birds fell crying 
to the ground. The storm began to grow in 
intensity, and the ducks became more. ter- 
rorized each moment. There came another 
flash more vividjthan its predecessor, and thou- 
sands of the birds fell heavily to the earth. 
Two more flashes in quick succession, and the 
slaughter was even greater. Swarms of the 
birds descended rapidly and lay in heaps on the 
ground. Their death was apparently instanta- 
neous, for there was not even the flapping of a 
wing as they fell. The birds that escaped flew 
on, still keeping up their boarse cries. 

After the storm was over, great heaps of the 
ducks were found on the ground. Probably ten 
thousand of them were killed by the lightning.
